THE CONVENTION 
OF DEMOCRATS AT SPRINGFIELD, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Jridune 

SPRINGFIELD, Lil, Sept. 7.—The bridge- 
tenders and the heelers and handlers from 
Chicago, the saloonkeepers and their allies 
from Cook and the other large counties in 
Iilinois, the yahoos from the Mississippi bot- 
toms, the devoted and even stubborn repre- 
sentatives of the anti-saloon element from 
Egypt and elsewhere, together with a sprink- 
ling of silk-stockings from various quarters 
of the State, assembled in the House of Rep- 
resentatives today under the banner of 
Democracy. The convention was called and 
met ostensibly for the rather unnecessary 
purpose of nominating a couple of vic 
tims to be snowed under this fall 
by the Republican nominees for 
State Treasurer and Superintendent 
of Public Instruction. The reali job, as every- 
body foresaw, lay in the disposition of the 
troublesome question of prohibition. The 
saloonkeepers’ end, represented by Harry 
Rubens and Mike Wasserman, of Chicago, 
and others of that stripe, proposed to bull 
things from the start, and compel the con- 
vention to proroupce against prohibition, 
and the whole Cook County delegation was 
ready to back them up. A second set were 
in favor of imitating the Indiana straddle by 
pronouncing against prohibition, but in 
favor of submission. A third class were 
bent on coming out square-toed and flat-foot- 
edly for submission, if not for prohibition 
itself. The fourth and last class simply 
wanted the convention to let the whole thing 
alone. In short, the party was divided from 
the leaders down to the camp-followers and 
the general baggage. 

; WHO WERE THERE. 

The .convention, of course, brought to- 
gether some of the shining 7 in the Dew- 
ocratic party in Lilinois, although some of 
the ‘big guns were conspicuous by their ab- 
sence.. Gov. Palmer presided over the San- 
gamon Connty delegation, and Bili Springer 
smilingly cixeulated among the boys. Bill 
Morrigon’s tall form rom | grizzled beard 
were prominent features in the me- 
nagerie, while Sparks, with the alfa 
betical front name, strutted around with 
grim pomposity and frigid dignity. John R. 


Eden “ showed up’ with a half-shave and 4 


clean paper-collar. | Parsons, the alleged 
“reat organizer,” looked cold and severe, 
and Dick Townshend looked inexpressib ly 
happy over his late nomination and Sparks’ 
speedy relegation td private. life. Old Sena- 
tor Archer, the antediluvian from Pike, and 
‘Tom Merritt, the stuttering statesman from 
Egypt, were likewise on deck, and helped to 
fill out the somewhat familiar group. Mike 
McDonald and Joe Mackin were on hand as 
a matter of course, ahd kept the Bridgeport 
cattle wel) tethered. 
THE MORNING 
was largely given up to the meetings of the 
several Cengressional district delegations. 
The main interest, of course, centered in the 
make-up of the new State Central Commit- 
tee and the Committee on Resolutions. With 
his hand on the lever of the machine, Mr. 
Joseph Chestertield Mackin had no difficulty 
in “keeping the foragers on the outside.” 
Mackin himself, Harry Hildreth, Theodore 
T. Gurney, and Sam Chase, of the Mackin 
Congressional Cummittee machinery in 
Cook County, were successfully landed on 
the State Central Committee as members 
from their respective Congressional districts, 
In this way the machinery was made all the 
more cempact, and ail the more one way. 
The machine triumphed in another direc- 
tion. Charley Kern, who had a resolution in 
his pocket supposed to have been prepared 
by Melville W. Fuller, and based on the 
niodel of Tom Hendricks’ Indiana straddle, 
was relentlesly left off the Committee on 
Resolutions, and Henry McKey, of Hyde 
Park, who was considered more serviceable 
to the machine, went on instead. Dan Gil- 
ham, of Alton, Chairman of the State Cen- 
tral Committee, rapped the convention to 
order 
AT HIGH NOON, 

and called upon an alleged reverend by the 
name of Gross, from Chatham, to open up 
with prayer. Mr. Gross briefly expressed his 
wants to the Deity in the following breezy 
invocation: “O ral we beseech Thee 
to save us from the Devil. We beseech Thee 
to save us from star-route and other thieves 
upon our Public Treasury. O Lord ve 
us from Republicanism, for Christ’s Sake. 
Amen.” ‘The “toughs” and the “silks” 
alike applauded the alleged reverend’s senti- 
ments, whieh doubtless expressed the sum 
total of the Democracy’s side of religion. 

Dan Gilham took the reins sain, remarked 
that the Democracy still lived, apologized for 
the way in which he and the alleged “great 
organizer,” Parsons, had run the last cam- 


® paign, and introduced Congressman Sparks, 


who, having been legislated out of Con- 
gress, was given the temporary Chairman- 
ship of the convention asa sort of balm to 
his wounded feelings. Mr. Sparks set out 
by throwing cold water on the ostensible ob- 
ject for which the convention had met by 
remarking that there wasn’t much interest in 
the nominations anyway. The Democracy 
was already ready to reaffirm its principles, 
however, and the great wind-worker from 
Clinton County proceeded at great length to 
re m thein. 
AFTER YAWPING AWHILE 
about popular sovereignty, and a tariff for 
revenue, and denouncing that Democratic 
bugaboo, a centralized Government, he got 
down to the real point in the business by in- 
sisting that the Democracy was in favor of 
the largest personal liberty compatible with 
the public good, that it was not 
function of the Government to prescribe 
what he should eat, drink, or wear. The 
Cook County delegation, which sat on one 
side of the house, and the delegates from 
some of the other larger counties sat up a 
howl of approval, but the fellows from 
Southern and Central Llinois were 
significantly silent. The rest of Sparks’ 
speech was devo to a denunciation 
of Jay Hubbel>s Congressional Committee 
and the inactivity of the present Adminis- 
tration with regard to the trial of imprisoned 
merican citizens in ireland. Hav 
Soken his little piece, and shown how great 
a man the Democracy had lost when he was 
shoved into another man’s Congressional 
district, Mr. Sparks again hammered the 
desk, and invited the convention to go on 
with its business.

Gus Herrington, of Kane, presented for Su- 
perintendent of Publi¢ Instruction the name 
of Prof. Frank H. Hall, of Aurora. Gus was 
listened to very quietly until he named 
the man of his choice, when loud 
cries of “Not’ “No!” and “What is he— 
Democrat or Greenbacker ?” were heard in 
all parts of the hall. Gus remarked very 
significantly that if they wanted to nominate 
a man who would draw votes, Hall gvas the 
man. It was true,.he had received the 
Greenback nomination for this office, but 
Gus fully vouched for Hall’s Democracy, 
saying that he was fully in accord with the 
principles and the platform of the 0o- 
cratic party. 

Gen. Lewis B. Parsons, of Flor e al- 
leged oven organizer” of the Sst cam- 
paign, followed by ving Hall a g@od send- 
off as an agricultural educator and a good 
Democrat.

Henry Bittner, of Carroll, seconded the 
nomination, and remarked that Oldt was an 
experienced educator, even if he didn’t know 
anything about farming.

fere with just lawsin foree in Lilinois for the 
reguiation of the traffic iu intoxicating liquors, 
and conceding the right of the peopie 
to an amendment, if necessary,.of such 
laws to prevent or correct the evils 
to society growing out of abuses in the use of 
intoxicating liquors, this convention declares 
that it is not the legitimate province of the Gov- 
eroment to control the habits, tastes, appetites, 
and liberties of the people as long as they are 
peaceable and orderly and do not encroach 
upon the rights of others or of society, and we 
therefore deciare that the prohibition, by the 
Constitution or by the general laws, of the man- 
ufacture or gale of vinous, spirttuous, or malt 
liquors would be in violation of individual and 
personal rights and contrary to the fundamental 
principies of free government. 

ll, That we appeai to the people of this State, 
without regard to former political affiliations, 
to unite with us at the ensuing election ia car- 
rying into effect the foregoing principles,

TO SUM IT ALL UP,

QUEBEC, Can., Sept. 7.—The early morning 
hours which of late have proved so fertile in 
disastrous conflagrations in this city brought 
with them today another destructive fire, 
which has left the greater part of one of the 
richest and most valuable blocks in St. 
Rochs nothing but a pile of black and 
smoldering ruins. The block referred to is 
that bounded by St. Joseph, Church, Pefos- 
ses, and Brown streets. The largest amount of 
loss is that sustained on the interior of the 
block, as on most sides the outer buildings 
remain intact. ‘The alarm sounded from 
Box 37, corner of St. Joseph and Church 
Streets, about 2:10 a. m., and, being repeated 
some ten minutes tater, called out the whole 
brigade to the scene of the fire. On its way 
through St. Joseph street a wheel of the 
Strand and Mason engine smashed on the 
Street-car track infront of the Polais Mar- 
ket, and the engine had of course to'be left 
there. The origin of the fire is said to have 
been in the rear of Mr. Darr’s confectionery, 
199 St. Joseph street. Whether this be cor- 
rect or no, it is certain that the flames first 
burst out to any extent from the dry-goods 
store of Messrs. P. Pelletier & Co., 209 and 
211 St. Joseph street. This was an immense 
three-story building, but appears to have 
been quite a shell inside, if one may judge 
from the rapidity with which the flames shot 
through it. A great deal of the stock was 
thrown over the convent fence at the other 
side of the street,and subsequently removed in 
carts. ‘To the general surprise there was no 
water inSt. Roch’s when the fire declared 
itself, and reports vary as to the time re- 
quired to bring it, some going so far as to 
say that it was not available for fully half an 
hour. Itis not surprising, under the cir- 
cumstances, that there should have been 
quite a panicin St. Roch’s, and fears of a 
repetition of 1845 and 1866 were entertained. 
Thousands of people thronged St. Roch’s 
and the surrounding streets only half 
dressed, as the roar and reflection of the 
flames were quite terrific. All within 
soine 100 feet of the outbreak of the fire 
commenced to pack up the majority of their 
househeld goods and throw the balance out 
of the windows. Grave apprehensions were 
felt for the safety of the church, and un- 
doubtedly it would have been in imminent 
peril had a strong wind been blowing. The 
arrival of water enabled the firemen to sub- 
due the the flames very considerably. Short- 
ly before 4 o’clock the fire seemed tobe a 
good deal under control. 

The houses burned on St. Joseph 
street are as follows: Coumen- 
cing from the Crown street side, W. 
Hudon’s store at the corner ing 
intact; No. 217, Mrs. Andre Pickard, pho- 
tographer; 215, E. Blais & Co., dry goods; 
213, Charles Gagnon, clerk: 211 and 209, Pel- 
letier & Co., dry goods; -207, Arthur J. Tur- 
cot, grocer; 205, Ed Angers, joiner; 201-and 
2U83, Dolphis Drolo, dry goods. The two last 
mentioned are but partially destroyed, but 
are believed to be pretty well gutted. 

Ov Defosses street the small wooden house 
of Louis La OCasse, joiner, was burned to the 
ground. The flames tried hard to get pos- 
session of Mr. Gagnon’s carpet factory ware- 
house on Defosses street, but were fortu- 
nately kept back. 

On Church street the fire reached the back 
of the block occupied by Mr. R. Chambers, 
ex-Mayor, and Mr. Charles -R. Michaud, 
Notary. At the back these houses are badly 
burned. 

On the Crown street side of the block the 
fire was fortunately circumscribed by a solid 
wall in the rear of the premises of Mr. J. B. 
Z. Dubeau. The loss by this fire is very 
heavy, and. including stock, will, probably 
exceed $100,000,

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OKLAHOMA, 


The Confinement of Capt. Payne and 
His Colonists. 
Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 

Wicuira, Kas., Sept. 4.—The very recent 
news of the capture and detention of Capt. 
Payne and his Oklahoma colonists at Fort 
Reno by order of the War Department has 
had a very depressing effect upon the mem- 
bers of the colony in this city, many of 
whom only awaited favorable news from 
Payne to join the outfit upon the Deep Fork 
of the Canadian River. The Oklahoma col- 
ony hasa membership of fully 300 in this 
county, and nearly as manyin many of the 
surrounding counties. They had foridly 
hoped that on this expedition Payne and his 
colonists would be unmolested, but it seems 
that this expedition is but a repetition of 
many piers Payne and hismen no doubt 
will confined for a few days by Maj. 
Randall, then escorted to the Kansas line 
and fired out of the Territory as they have so 
often been before, only to prepare for an- 
other semi-annual raid. 

For years, ever since the organization of 
Sedgwick County, Capt. Payne has resided 
here. At this point he makes the headquar- 
ters of the Oklahoma colony. Here he plans, 
and schemes, and writes letters to members 
of Congress, sends letters to the press, and 
plans each succeeding raid; here his foliow- 
ers come crestfallen after each rebuff; here 
Payne comes after -each failure, as hopeful 
as ever, only to plan and prepare for another 
raid. “I can muster in the membership of 
the Oklahoma colony 10,000 people,” said 
Payne to your correspondent one day, just 
before his last raid, and, continued he, * if 
the Congress of United States will de- 
clare the Indian Tgrritory open to the settle- 
ment and occupanty ot the whites, [ will put 
20,000 people onto the ceded lands inside of 
thirty days.” Payne is no doubt sincere, 
and many of the best legal minds in St. 
Louls, Kansas City, and the West concu 
with him in his position that the Oklahom 
lands are a portion of the Government do- 
main, and really open to settlement.

FANNY KEMBLE’S STORIES. 


Anecdotes and Reminiscences from Her 
* Records of Later Life.” 


From Fanny Kemble’s “ Records of Later 
Life ” we take these anecdotes and reminis- 
cences: 

“I understand Lady Ashburton (the 
American Lady Ashburton, who died in 
1845) says she will make her dress alone (for 
a fancy ball in 1842) cost £1,000 exclusive of 
jewels. She gave the address of one of her 
milliners to Lady Wharmeliffe, who com- 
piained to her of the exorbitant prices of the 
superlative faiseuse, plaintively stating that 
she had charged her 50 guineas for a simple 
morning dress. Lady Ashburton replied, 
‘Ah, very likely, 1 dare say; I don’t know 
| anything about cheap clothes.’ ”’ 

“Mrs. Crowe (the author of ‘The Night 
Side of Nature’) took a close interest in Dr. 
Lewis (a negro magnetizer and mesmerist), 
and paid the penalty in a terrible hervous 
seizure, during which she imagined that she 
received a Diviné command to go without 
any clothes on into the streets of Edinburg 
and walk a certain distance in that condi- 
tion, in reward for which the sins and suffer- 
ings of the whole world would be immedi- 
ately alleviated. Upon her demurring to 
fulfill this mandate, she received the further 
assurance thatif she took her card-case in 
her right band and her handkerchief in her 
left, her condition of nudity would be en- 
tirely unobserved by any one she met. She 
accordingly went forth with nothing on but 
a pair of buots, and being rescued and car- 
ried back into her house, exclaimed, ‘0 I 
must have taken my handkerchief in the 
wrong hand, otherwise nobody would have 
seen me!’”

Tue advent of the Tariff Commission in 
Chicago seems to have excited yery little in- 
terest among manufacturers, merchants, and 
importers of the city. The question of the 
duty on lumber was considered at the fore- 
noon session, but not a single representative 
of the lumber interest in the largest lumber 
market in the world appeared before the 
commission. Several gentlemen were on 
hand from the Saginaw district in Michigan 
to urge such an increase of the tariff as would 
he totally prohibitory of the importation of 
lumber from Canada. Quinine was consid- 
sidered at the afternoon session, and excel- 
lent reasons were advanced for a continu- 
ance of this drug upon the free list. 


Tue closing scene of yesterday in the star- 
route trial looks very much as though the 
jury is disposed to punish the men who have 
‘been robbing the Government.

THE FRAUD IN THE TARIFF ON HOSIERY. 

In the tarigf for several years there was a 
paragraph imposing a tax on knit goods, 
cotton and woolen, of 35 per cent ad valorem, 
and an additional tax of 3 cents per pound. 
This included hosiery of all kinds. After 
the country had jendured this tax for 
several years it was discovered that in 
tinkering with the statute the 50 cents per 
pound had been omitted, and that the tax 
was limited to 35 per cent. The Senators 
from New Hampshire were especially trou- 
bled by the decision of the Supreme Court 
on this question, and they tearfully repre- 
sented to the country that the material exist- 
ence of the people of that State depended on 
the trade in stockings; that the. free labor 
(French Canadians) of the State derived 
their means of existence frem the magnili- 
cent wages paid by the hosiery mills; and 
that these large wages could not be paid to 
the skilled workmen unless the tariff was 
immediately amended by the restoration of 
the former duty. Members ot Congress were 
warned of the consequences of any failure 
in this particular, and they were reminded 
that if the duty on women’s and children’s 
stockings was not restored the entire peo- 
ple of that State must perish from starva- 
tion or they would haveto migrate in a body 
to Canada, and there make stockings for the 
American people. 

The appeal to saye the people of New 
Hampshire from the fearful death of starya- 
tien or the hardly less calamitous removal 
to Canada was answered by a credulous but 
deeply-alarmed Congress, which promptly 
voted to tax the women and children of the 
country an additional 30 per cent on their 
hosiery. The law had hardly been signed by 
the President before the Boston Advertiser 
published an elaborate article professing to 
+ give the particulars of the hosiery industry 
of the country, especially of New Engiand. 
This history gave the names of fourteen 
mills, producing evidence of their wonderful 
success, prosperous and growing condition, 
and (of course) the great blessing they were 
to the American labor they employed. 

In this elaborate exhibit of the im mense 
prosperity of the hosiery manufacture under 
a duty of 35 per cent for some reason the 
three mills at Lowell and several others were 
omitted, and this omission led to eorrespond- 
ence and inquiries which have resulted in a 
grand exposure of the fraudulent representa- 
tions, which alone can be pleaded in justifi- 
cation of the increase of the tax from 35 to 
85 per cent on hosiery. 

One of these Lowell mills omitted from 
this history of the hosiery trade is under the 
direction of Mr. B, F. Shaw, and in this con- 
troversy that gentleman publishes and au- 
thorizes the publication of certain facts con- 
cerning the cost of producing hosiery which 
utterly explodes the idea that any such ex- 
travagant increase of tax was necessary. 

The fact is that hosiery, cotton and merino, 
is manufactured by machinery, and the ma- 
chinery for this purpose has, like all other 
machinery, undergone and is always under- 
going great improvement, the effect of which 
is to reduce the cost of production. During 
the past few years certain knitting-machines 
have been invented in this country and put 
in operation and especially adapted to ho- 
siery. These machines have beeh taken to 
Europe, and have thére been adopted. Some 
of them have been introduced in Lowell. The 
result has been the production of hosiery at 
a greatly reduced cost, so much so that the 
manager of the mills at Lowell where these 
machines are used declared that “ he does 
not care for protection, well knowing that 
be can continue to make stockings with the 
pound duty removed.” It is also declared 
that in none of the mills so clamorous for the 
pound tax is the modérn machinery (Amer- 
can) now in usein England and this coun- 
try employed, and this is one reason why the 
list of hosiery mills was so abbreviated and 
eonfined to those who had declared that the 
50 per cenf* additional tax was necessary to 
their existence. 

The extravagant “cost of labor” in the 
manufacture of hosiery, on which was based 
the demand for the recent additional protec- 
tion, is disposed of by the statement of the 
actual cost of manufacture. The Loweil 
mill-owner thus furnishes the particulars: 

One girl easily runs four machines. It she is 
ambitious and work is driving, she can run six. 
On four macbines sbe turns out sixteen dozen 
pairs of men’s bait bose per day. Ona four ma- 
chines sbe earns $1 per day: on six, $1.50. Hence 
the labor cost of knitting sixteen dozen pairs of 
hose is only $1, a trifle over six cents per dozen 
pairs. 

In the demand for an 8 per cent tax to 
protect hosiery the “high wages” paid for 
labor and the “high cost” of the “ pure 
wool” used in the manufacture of the goods 
were used as arguments why the tax should 
be raised to 85 per cent. We have shown 
how much the labor employed costs in pro- 
portion to the amountof product, One dol- 
lar is the total wages paid for labor in pro- 
ducing sixteen dozen pairs of hose, or a 
fraction over six cents per dozen pairs, As to 
the costliness of the material, we prefer to 

let the manufacturer who employs modern 
machinery and who does not need protection, 
tell the story regarding this branch of 
business, ‘He says: , .

ILLINOIS DEMOCRATIC CONVENTION. 
The Illinois Democratic Convention in ses- 
sion at Springfield adopted the following res- 
olution: 


That while we -bave no purpase to interfere 
with just laws in force in [linois for the regula- 
tion of the traffic in intoxicating. liquors, and 
conceding the right of the people to an amend- 
ment, if necessary, of such laws to prevent or 
cotrect the evils to society ‘growing out of 
abuses in the use of intoxicati ag oer this 
conveaton declares that it is not egitimate 
province of goyeroment to control the habits, 
tastes, appetites, and liberties of the people 9s 
long as they are peaceable and orderly and do 
not encreach upon the rights of others or of 
society, and we therefore declare that the pro- 
hibition by constitutional amendment or by 
general iaws of the manufacture or sale of 
vinous, spirituous, or malt liquors would bein 
violation of individual and personal rights and 
coutrary to the fundamental principles of free 
government. 


The advocates of coercive teetotalism and 
of high license will equally agree that in this 
resolution the Democrats are merely “ whip- 
ping the Devil about the stump.”’ The party 
has declared that it has no purpose to inter- 
fere with “just laws in force in Llinois.” 
Thatis as much as to say that the party is 
not willing to announce itself as a law- 
breakers’ party. Who is to be the judge of 
“the justice” of laws now in force or here- 
after to be enacted in Lllinois? The Demo- 
cratic party “‘has no purpose to interfere 
with just laws in force in Illinois for the reg- 
ulation of the liquor traffic.” It is lueky for 
the Democratic party that it has no such 
purpose. If it had it might speedily find it- 
self in the calaboose, from Joseph Chester- 
field Mackin to Bill Morrison, or, what is the 
same thing, from head to foot—from A to Iz- 
zard. 

lt will bé-observed that the convention 
studiously dodged the whole question of the 
submission of a prohibitory constitutional 
amendment. The Refublican Convention 
had the courage to refuse eonsideration of 
such a resolution, but the Democrats, in 
spite of their boasted fondness for the liquor- 
dealers, compromised on a resolution that 
means all things to all men. It is designed 
to capture the Democratic Prohibitiohists in 
Central and Southern Ililinbdis and to satisfy 
“the terriers”? in Chicago. It will probably 
fail Of both purposes from mere excess of 
cunning. The trap has too much baitin it. 

The convention was in other respects char- 
acteristically disreputable. The incident 
most loudly cheered was an obscene joke 
hurled at a woman. Drunken delegates 
were seen on the floor. Chicago was repre- 
sented by a delegation of its toughest citi- 
zens. The Republican Central Committee 
will cheerfully Bear the expense of exhibit- 
ing yesterday’s convention at Spuingfield in 
every county of the State. 
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‘POLITICAL JAYHAWKERS. 

It is certainly politic to encourage by proper 
means the dissolution of the Bourbon party 
at the South. When the Democrats of Vir- 
ginia diyide up into Funders and Readjust- 
ers itis proper to throw. Republican influ- 
ence to that faction which promises protec- 
tion to all yoters, black and white, for there 
is little to choose on principle between those 
who recognize a debt but will not pay it and 
those who dispute a part of a debt but are 
willing to pay the balance. Up toa certain 
point it was commendable to sustain the 
Mahone movement, for it has unquestionably 
been in the direction of universal political 
liberty and civil rights, But it is not desir- 
able that Gen. Mahone should ingraft upon 
the Republican party the Bourbon spoils sys- 
tem, hor to place the bestowal and withdraw- 
al of Federal patronage in that State entirely 
under his control. Advices from Washing- 
ton indicate that he has made already two 
assessments upon the officeholders in Virgin- 
ia, amounting in all to about 10 per cent 
of their salaries, and that he is collect- 
ing these funds under threat of dismissal. 
One of the Virginia officeholders who was 
asked if he intended to submit, answered in 
the affirmative and gave as his reason: 
“There is no use in fooling with Billy 
Mahone; he means business avery time.’’ 
That Gen. Mahone does “ mean business ”’ is 
evident from a letter he has written to John 
W. Woltz, a colored politician of Fredericks- 
burg, who was recently dismissed from a 
clerkship in one of the departments. Ma- 
hone, with refreshing frankness, writes to 
Woltz that the latter has been dismissed at 
his (Mahone’s) instance because he has been 
trying ‘*‘to interfere with the free will of the 
party and to unjustly excite prejudice against 
the Administration.” Mahone seems to be 
the judge and executioner In all such cases, 
for he adds: “| have failed on no occasion 
where such has been the conduct of employés 
here, in respect to conventions and nomina- 
tions, to insist on such rebuke as the case 
and particular eonduct demanded.” It 
would appear from this that it is only neces- 
sary for Mahone (who has printed blanks 
for his applications for appointments) to dic- 
tate the dismissal of any employé within his 
bailiwick whois objectionable to him. Tnhisis 
going too far. So comprehensive a privilege 
oughtto be, and we presume is, denied to 
the most influential Republican politicians 
of the North (possibly with the exception of 
Don Cameron, of Pennsylvania), and it is 
doubly offensive to find it lodged in the 
hands of a semi-Democratic politician of the 
South. The breakup of Bourbon solidity at 
the Fouth is hardly so important as to justify 
the prostitution of the civil service of the 
Government to the interest or whim of any 
spoils politician. If Gen. Chalmers shall be 
elected to Congress as an Independent candi- 
date from that section of Mississippi which 
he bulldozed so often is he to have the same 
swing of offices which stems to have been 
given to Mahone? If such is to be the order 
of things it becomes doubtful whether Demo- 
cratic disfuption in the South is worth the 
price which is being paid for it.

He bade adieu to hig bride with 

words ef love and tender tokens and assur- 

ances that absence would anly strengthen 

the’ ties, and that he should soon return to 

her embraces with a passion only enhanced 

by the separation and a troth as true and 

strong as the wide ocean that rolls between 

them. And now comes the report that he 

has taken unto himself another—a young and 

beautiful bride, daughter of one of our old- 

est and most prominent citizens, and has 

been married to her, and will even have the 

assurance to bring his bride back with him 

and face the bride he has deserted for 

another younger and fairer. Of course, 

under the circumstances, Chicago might 

claim compensation and soothe her wounded 

heart with damages for breach of promise.

GOULDISM IN POLITICS. 

The following paragraph from the New 
York Times describes very accurately the 
personal attitude of Mr. Jay Gould toward 
political parties: 


We observe that Mr. Jay Gould is spoken of 
by certain Western newspapers of the mo- 
cratic persuasion as ‘the great Republican capi- 
talist,”” It ought not € be necessary to repeat 
Mr. Gould’s celebrated avowal, **l am a Demo- 
crat in Democratic counties,a Republican in 
Republican counties, but an Erie man at all 
times,” even if- the expansion of Mr. Gould's 
power demands the substitution of “ States ’"’ for 
* counties,”’ and “a Gould man” as beitig on 
the whole the best equivalent for the “Erie 
man” of ten years ago. Our Western friends 
are naturally a little confused over the part now 
being essayed by Gould of Governor-maker of 
the State of New York, and they have hastily 
assumed that the man who has purchased both 
the political and professional services of Roscoe 
Conkling must necessarily be a Republican. As 
New York is a close State, Mr. Gould flads it 
necessary to make his influence felt in the 
eouncils of both parties. Mr. Roswell P. Flower 
is his candidate on the Democratic side; on the 
Republican be hus not yet distinctly indicated 
his preference, being meanwhile content with 
the general declaration of “ Anybody to beat 
Cornell.”” Mr Gould's newspaper iniluence in 
this State is both. Republican and Democratic, 
and his money wilNbe freely spent for the nom- 
ination of candidates and the election of a Gov- 
ernor on the simple understanding that they 
are the kind of men who will pay a proper re- 
gard to his interests. 


Mr. Jay Gould is the type of a class which 
plays havoc in politics. Itis made up of a 
few powerful outlaws who defy the people 
and rely upon corruption to carry out their 
designs. They have their tools in both 
parties. They do not concern themselves 
about the principles which divide parties or 
the matters of publie policy about which 
there may bean hodest difference of opinion. 
It is immaterial to them whether the Demo- 
cratie party or the Republican party is on 
top if they can control the leaders of the 
successful faction. They seek to brine State 
Legislatares, the National Congress, the 
courts, the City Councils, the Governors, and 
the Presidents within their influences. They 
employ the same methods in all cases, They 
contiibute to the campaign fund of either 
party as their own interest may appear. 
They hold the power of their money and 
their influences in terrorem over the heads 
of those who refuse submission to their be- 
hests. They have nothing in common with 
the people and no respect for free institu- 
tions. When Mr. Jay Gould procures 
from a State Legislature special privileges 
or exemptions for some of his corporations 
by means of combined Democratic and Re- 
publican votes he expects and exacts the ap- 
proval of the Governor. If such approval be 
withheld, he undertakes to defeat such a 
Governor for renomination, or, failing in 
that, to circumvent his election. Mr. Gould 
may lend the aid of his money and his army 
of retainers to elect a Republican Gov 
ernor if he is it PES that the Democratic 
candidate may not be subservient to him, or 
he will throw his strength to the Democrats 
if the Republican candidate be not the kind 
of man he can use. It suits him still better, 
however, to secure the nomination of candi- 
dates on both sides who will serve him and 
then contribute impartially to the campaign 
resources of both parties. Heis neither Re- 
publican nor Democrat except as his own 
personal schemes suggest codperation with 
one or the other of the parties contending 
for the control. He represents the most 
dangerous element in American politics— 
the element of corruption.

As foxes 
are not abundant in that region the animals 
are sent to Newport by express and then let 
out upon a certain day, and the fox-hunters, 
male and female, and hounds chase the poor 
little anima) until it is torn to pieces by the 
dogs, amid the acclamations of the ladies and 
gentlemen who have participated in the 
cruel affair, which is called sport!” 
No regard is paid to the rights 
of others in the land over which they ride. 
Over fields and meadows, through corn- 
fields and gardens, they go, treading down 
and destroying crops and doing much dam- 
age without any regard to the owners’ feel- 
ings or permission, The other day, however, 
very decided opposition was made to the 
program of the fox-killers by some of the 
farmers adjacent to Newport. Atone place 
the tarmer and his boys appeared armed with 
agun, pitchforks, and stones just as they 
were about entering hig cornfield, and 
warned them off. As they did not appear 
disposed to comply with the warning, the 
old farmer shot off his gun and the boys ad- 
vanced to the attack in solid order. The 
enemy outnumbered them, but the farmers’ 
boys were made of good stulf and had more 
muscle than the whole crew of hunters. The 
latter, deeming discretion the better part of 
valor, withdrew, and chased their fox in an- 
other direction, and the farmer’s cornfield was 
not molested. The fox was let out, and after 
being chased eleven miles was killed by the 
dogs, several of the men and some of the 
ladies being in ai the death to witness the

his life, dismembered by his fierce pursuers, 
On the way back the dogs found a wayside 
trough on the farm of a Quaker named 
Hathaway, at which they drank. The men 
were also about to water their horses when 
the Quaker appeared and forbade dog, horse, 
man, or woman who had been engaged in 
such inhuman sport to drink from water on 
his farm. : 

The Rhode Island ers who have set 
their faces against this so-called sport are in 
the right of the matter. Every man’s house 
is his castle and every man’s grounds his 
castle grounds, and he has the right to 
keep obnoxious people away from them, es- 
pecially when they are inflicting damage 
upon his property. They should place a 
prominent notice along the highway warn- 
ing the trespassers off their farms, and pre- 
pare to defend themselves with pitchforks 
and sho¢guns if necessary. One demonstra- 
tion will be sufficient for self-protection. A 
crowd of men and women whe will run 
eleven miles to see a pack of dogs worry and 
kill a fox are not dangerous except to corn- 
stalks and scarecrows, and will not make 4 
prolonged resistance to a pitchfork or a shot- 
gun, or menace the smallest boy on the farm 
if he has his fist doubled up and looks warlike. 
Determined resistance to these trespassers, 
wherever they may happen to be, will go far 
towards breaking up this effort of idle New 
York swells, who ape everything English, to 
transplant the brutal sport of fox-hunting 
upon oyr soil. All gentlemen and gentle- 
women in Rhode Island and lovers of hu- 
manity everywhere should join hands to pre- 
vent it, If these idle and superfluous people 
want to hunt, let them do it in some more 
dignified manner and vent their Nimrod pro- 
clivities upon game that is worthy of their 
steel and that can have a chance for life. Let 
them hunt mice or bumblebees. There is 
just as much excitement and a good deal 
more danger in chasing either of these small 
deer. A fox has no chance for his life, but a 
mouse could carry consternation among a 
whole room full ef these female fox-hunters 
and make a fight for its life, while an active 
bumplebee would give these gilded youth a 
long and merry chase, and can hit back. 


NARROWING THE ISSUE IN OHIO. 

The political managers in Ohio do not by 
any means seem to be harmonious. There 
is no special question inyolved in the elec- 
tion of this year to cause any great excite- 
ment. Nevertheless the election promises to 
be a lively one. The State officers to be 
chosen are a Secretary of State and, we be- 
lieve, a member of the Board of Public 
Works. There is no question of constitu- 
tional amendment or of legislation submitted 
to the people, and no election of members of 
the General Assembly. Members of Con- 
gress are to be chosen, but they have no 
jurisdiction over the all-absorbing topic of 
temperance. Goy. Foster and one wing of 
the Republican party have, however, in- 
sisted, even in the absence of any direct 
election on this question, that the Republic- 
ans of Ohio must be regarded as having 
taken the position of a high-license tax, and 
in favor of an observance of Sunday. As 


this is favored by a portion of the Democrats, 


and opposed by a part of the Republicans 
the Cincinnati Commercial has proposed that 
all Republicans shall vote for the Republican 
candidates except fog Mr. Townsend, the 
eandidate for Secretary of State, without 
reference to the liquor question; and in the 
case of Mr. Townsend, who has taken ad- 
vanced temperance ground, that those op- 
posed to Sunday laws and temperance shall 
vote against him. This, while preserving the 
unity of the party, will serve as an indica- 
tiom of how far the party is divided on this 
subject. Against this there is a loud protest 
by Mr. Townsend’s friends, who object to 
what they call the sacrifice of that gentle- 
man. The Democrats who favor the Sunday 
law and the taxation of the whisky traffic 
propose to vote for Townsend, and if this 
promise be kept the vote for or against 
Townsend will show the popular verdict on 
the question involved. Oy these proposi- 
tions for or against Townsend both parties 
are considerably torn up, and Townsend is 
thus likely to become the most conspicuous 
man ‘in the State. 

While the Democrats have been chuckling 
over the embarrassment the Republicans are 
experiencing with the license question, it 
would seem that their party is not as har- 
monious as it might be. Gen. Devereux is a 
Democratic member of the Legislature from 
Hamilton County (Cincinnati), and, among 
other Democrats, he voted for the Pond bill 
and the Smith bill—the former fixing a high 
license for saloons and the latter requiring 
that saloons be closed on Sunday. This 
gentleman has recently addressed a letter to 
the Cincinnati Gazette sustaining these meas- 
ures, in which he says: 


Now both these bills were passed last winter, 
because a sufficient number of Democrats pre- 
ferred to do right rather than be were parti- 
sans. They regarded it as a matter entirely 
outside of politics, and they were right and will 
surely be justified in the result. I was accused 
of the leadership in the movement, and | accept 
the distinction. I have not disgraced my con- 
stituency. I have spoken and voted in the in- 
terests of law, order, and decency, and | know 
that lam not the only Democrat wno refused to 
aid in branding the stigma upon his party as be- 
ing the “rum party,” and the party that is will- 
ing to profit by disorder and defiance of laws 
intended to protect and alleviate the ills of soci- 
ety. The managers of the party have succeed- 
ed in placing it in a false ition. If the State 
Conventuon had declared in favor of Sunday 
closing of saioons and a proper regulation and 
restriction at all times, inciuding the production 
of a heavy revenue, which the business can af- 
ford to pay, then the party would have swept 
the State. 


It is very evident that there is a wide dif- 
ference of opinion among Democrats as well 
as Republicans on all phases of the temper- 
ance question. But the Republicans hold 
the vantage ground in Ohio for this reason: 
There is no question there of coercive pro- 
hibition, but only a question of taxing and 
regulating the sale of liquors. The Repub- 
licans will never make a mistake in advocat- 
ing the proper taxation and regulation of the 
liquor traffic, for that is the custom in all 
civilized countries; and the Democratic party 
cannot afford, either in Ohio or anywhere 


else, to declare in favor of “free whisky,” ’ 


though it is rapidly addpting that motto as its 
party shibboleth, both in State and National 
politics, 


A PHILADELPuHtA dispatch of Sept. 5 says:

Phipps to the amount of 
$250,000 were found, and it ‘is im poss?bie to tell 
where the end will be. Mayor King today 
offered $500 for the arrest of the fugitive, who 
is supposed to be in Canada; but the amount 
under the circumstances is ridiculously small.”

New York Tribune: The many friends of 
the persevering little English colany of Rugby, 
Tenn., will be pleagedto know that the permanent 
building of the Hughes Public Library there, 
the corner-stone of which was laid on June 5 
last, has been completed and will be formally 
opened on Oct. 5, the second anniversary of the 
founding of the colony. During the recent visit 
of Mr. Thomas Hughes to this country, it will 
be remembered, the leading publishegs of New 
York, Boston, and Philadelphia united in con- 
tributing 5,026 books for founding this library. 
Many other gifts of beoks and papers were sub- 
sequently sent in from varigus parts of the 
country, especially from Chigago, where several 
gentlemen, remembering Mr. Hughes’ good 
services in helping to redstablish the pubiic 
library of that city after the great fire, offered, 
on being furnished with a catalog of Dooks al- 
ready contributed to Rugby, to “fill up the 
gaps" and make the collection complete and 
symmetrical. The various collections of Dooks 
have been forwarded to Rugoy free of charge 
by the railroads, and the work of preparing @ 
catalog has been begun by Dr. E. Bertz, of 
Tibingen University, Germany, who has settied 
at Rugby and accepted the office of Librarian. 


A SAD picture of life in Ireland is drawn 
by a correspondent of the Springficid, Mass., 
Republican. He deciares that no one can conceive 
how wretchedly poor and destitute human beings 
can be And live until he has ridden by cabin 
and crib and all the nameless shifts for shelter 
that offend the eye between Glengariff and Kil- 
larney.

Men and women with the dull, dead expression 
of despair in their eyes waded out to gaze upon 
nim from their cabins and holes in the ground 
or between the rocks, literally ankie-deep in 
mud, and clad in such tattered tatters that 
Lazarus was attirea in princely robes in com- 
parison. Deer stood in the fields, and birds sat 
upon the trees, fearless of man, for no Irishman 
is permitted to have a gun, orto touch bird or 
beast, even though his family starve before his 
eyes. In the whole long ride of firty-four miles 
he never saw adog; and he exclaims; “ Think 
of a people too poor to keep @ deg!” 


AN interesting list of British annuities and 
pensions has just been issued. Over and above 
payments of the civil list, members of the royal 
family receive £161,008. Por pensions for naval 
and military services. the Government pays 
£38,166; for political and civil services, £20,434;

A FRENCHMAN bought an island off the 
coast of Australia for about $350, and announced 
his intention of founding a New France. The 
projector called himself a Marquis, cceed- 
ed in obtaining subscriptions amouns to 
10,000,000 frances from eolonists who joined in the 
expedition. The emigrants sailed in vessels 
bought with their own money, the “ Marquis” 
not accompanying them. When the colonists 
reached their destination, a desert, and not the 
rich soil and attractive surroundings promised, 
greeted them. Hunger and sickness killed 
many of them, and the rest were brought home 
by kind shipmasters. The projector meanwhile 
was organizing new enterprises. It was reported 
that engineers had found precious stones ip the 
land of New France, and that agricyltnre was 
flourishing. More subscriptions poured in. Soon, 
however, the imposition was discovered. The 
“Marquis” is to be tried for manslaughter, em- 
bezzlement, and for- enrolling a military com- 
mand in France—a body of 100 soldiers who were 
to guard New France. Two fresh vessels were 
being equipped at Barcelona when he was ar- 
rested.

is to say, imported by sea into his Majesty’s do- 
minions—after the signature of the present con- 
vention.”

THE HOMEOPATHS. 


Discussion on the Water Question and 
Sewerage. 

The regular monthly meeting of the Col- 
lege of Homeopathic Physicians and Sur- 
geons was heid last evening at the Grand Pa- 
cific Hotel. Dr. Foster presided, there being 
about twenty present. . 

Dr. T, C. Duncan offered a resolution to the 
effect that the society approved of the pro- 
posed ship-canal asa sanitary measure and 
urged the people to vote for the amendment 
turning over the canal to the United States 
Government. He said in support of his resolu- 
tion that he had consulted with Commissioner 
Cregier on the subject, and had found that 
while the Fullerton avenue conduit and the 
new pumping works at Bridgeport 
might partially remove the present 
evils, they would only be partially 
successful. A deepened ship-canal 
would avoid all danger of freshets carrying 
the filth out into the lake. One of the great 
evils was the dumping of offal in the lake by 
the distilleries. The dumping was done out- 
side of the jurisdiction of the city authori- 
ties. This was a matter which should be at- 
tended to at once, as it had been found that 
the offal was creating an island in the lake 
which eould not but have an effect on the 
water-supply. In conclusion the Doctor said 
the city authorities had offered to furnish a 
tug if the society would dppoint a committee 
to investigate the sewage question. 

Dr. Tooker doubted whether a body of 
physicians were competent to decide upon 
the practicability of the proposed canal.’ That 
was a matter for the engine¢rs to give an 
opinion updén. He was, however,in favor 
of anything which would give'a better water- 
supply. It would bea startling thing could 
the figures be obtained on the amount of 
mineral waters drank by people simply be- 
cause they were afraid of the lake water. 
They were today drinking barrels of stale 
and stagnant water from various “ springs’”’ 
which was as bad as it well could be. It was 
put into. dirty or green casks, = tasted 
of the casks, and was undoubtedly 
injurious to the stomach. lt was 
a fact that people kept barrels of this water 
for weeks and months, and were drinking 
water so stale that they would consider it a 
hardship itt they were forced ‘to 
drink it. 1 was a shame and out 
rage that a city with hsif a million 
inhabitants and with such a reservoir 
as Lake Michigan should have such a bad 
water supply as Chicago. When he came to 
consider it the speaker was inclined to pro/ 


nounce in favor of the Bramhall system. A- 


crib six miles out in the lake eould not be 
contaminated. It was proposed to have the 
agua-ports sixfy feet below the surface and 
fifteen feet above the ground. Even if the 
sewage reached there it would either float on 
the surface ahd be oxygenated or sink to the 
bottem. The water at that distance out must 
be pure, and a pure supply would be the re- 
sult. It would eost buta pominal sum as 
compared with the proposed ship canal, 
though all that was purely a ques- 
tion for the engineers with which 
the doctors had nothing to do. At present 
the river was an unmitigated nuisance, 
pouring its filth directly into the way of the 
water supply, and against that it was the 
duty of the physicians to protest, whatever 
might be the plan adopted to obviate the 
difficulty. 

Hiobart feared the sewage would 
contaminate the water supply of some of the 
river towns, and wanted to hear from the 
engineers as to whether the canal would 
earry off enough lake water to neutralize the 
effects of the sewage. 

‘The resolution of Dr. Duncan was passed 
unanimously. | 

Drs. Dunean, Saunders, Tooker, Knoll, 
Mitchell, Gotehell, Delamater, Hobart, and 
Williains were appointed as the committee of 
investigation to make the trip with Commuis- 
sioner Cregiecr. 

The reguiar report on gynecology was not 
ready, and the meeting adjourned after the 
transaction of some routine business. 


French Criminal Procedure. 

Of the Pecq murder in Paris a correspondent 
of the rull Mall Gazette says: 

“The piace which ia given to’ extenuating 
circumstances’ in the French code explains the 
search made by the presiding Judge into the 
motives of the three prisoners in the dock. In 
Engiano a murder case is devoid of psycholog- 
ical interest, motives being only inquired into to 
strengtheu the chain of circumstantial evidence 
on which the prosecution relies. In this coun- 
try the jury to some extent takes the plave of 
the ghostly oonfessor or director in the tribunal! 
of penitence. It tries to learn the bidden causes 
which bave led to the perpetration of the mur- 
der, and whether they attenuate or aggravate 
the crime. Hence the sifting examination into 
the antecedents of the accused by prosecu- 
tion, which trieg to show evil motives. To evi- 
dence whichan English Judge would reject as 
irrelevant importance is to be attached if it 
paints the inner man that commands the outer 
one we see in the dock. The public prosecutor 
would describe Cain as envious, hateful, and 
strong. The cotunsel for the defense would try 
to show him a fanatical lover of justice ana of 
the principle of equality—a persevering bard 
worker, who had eradicated thorns and thistles 
and turned the lagd that bore them into a pro- 
ductive wheatileid. Abel he would describe as 
a lazy, pitiable, piping shepherd, who, ieft his 
dogs to mind the ftiock, and took siestas in a 
shady place while Cain was laboring with his 
reaping-hook. In diggiug and plowing mala- 
rious Diains Cain also was attacked by virulent 
fevers. The jaundiced body reacted upon his 
mind, and when he vhought himself the victim 
of an act of favoritism he was hurried by bis 
love of equity, etc., and his morbid state of 
health, into knocking his brother on the head.”

POLITICAL GOSSIP. 
THE REPUBLICAN PUZZLE. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, Sept. %.—The peeuliar turn 
now taking in New York State politics is 
certainly puzzling to the public, and some- 
thing that many of the’active workers even 
are not able to fully comprehend. With the 
formidable list of candidates on hand, it cer- 
tainly ought not to be a difficult task to se- 
lect a man who would be suited to the Gu- 
bernatorial position, and who would poll a 
heavy vote in the contest; but cireumstances 
have so shaped themselves that these are not 
the essential qualifications, The question 
is. Who will be satisfactory to the Adminis- 
tration? In other,words, Who fs the man in 
President Arthur’s favor, and to whom will 
he give his quiet if not active support? 1 learn 
from the very best source that the President 
does not want Secretary Folger nominated 
any more than he desires to See either Wads- 
worth or Cornell secure the place. It has 
been stated the past three or four days by 
“old friends” and “confidants” of both 
Folger and Arthur that the latter is giving 
his tacit consent to Judge Folger’s candidacy 
on account of their close relations, but it 
can be most positively stated that 
THIS I8 NOT THE CORRECT CONDITION oF 

AFFAIRS, 

The chief reason for this is that President 
Arthur clearly understands that, should the 
Secretary sacceed in this race, it would 
make him, in the event of his election, a 
formidable candidate for the Presidency. 
This Mr. Arthur will not encourage. What 
the President does want in the New York 
fight is a strong personal adherent and faith- 
ful friend selected for Governor, and not 
only nominated, but elected as well. To 
this end, itis said by those who knew, he 
will bend his energies and lend his assist- 
ance. low to bring about this result has 
been the study of the President and his 
Stalwart henchmen forsome time past. The 
plan they have determined upon is set forth 
as follows: If it is found when the State 
Convention meets that Gov. Cernell has not 
a majority of the delegates—and that he does 
not will be attended to at the primaries—a 
pretense is to be made to a coneession and 
a withdrawal of Folger. This on the ground 
that the Secretary Is a too strongly pro- 
nounced!Administration man.

But the scheme does not end here, As soon 
as the Secretary is withdrawn the apparent- 
ly obliging Administration faction propose to 
spring Dick Crowley on the convention as a 
compromise candidate. The ground for this 
movement will be that he has many close 
friends among the half-breeds and is not con- 
nected with the Gould-Conkling combination. 
Now watch the development of the scheme. 
it the nomination of Crowley on this ground 
is successful some of Arthur’s agents are to 
raise the cry that Crowley is an Irish Cath- 
olic. He is a Catholic, but al- 
nouncement of and continual harping upon 
the fact will have the effect to precipitate a 
religious-political warfare, which in the end 
will bring ovet to Crowley thousands of Irish 
Catholic votes, for this element is clannish. 
This will afford John Kelly an excuse to 
place the Tammany machinery at the disposal 
of Arthur to secure the election of Crowley. 
Kelly’s reasons to the public, of course, 
would be that he could not control the fol- 
lowers in his camp when an issue of this 
character was raised. With this accession 
CROWLEY’S VOTE WILL BE MOST MATE- 

RIALLY AUGMENTED. 

It is pretty well known that, while Demo- 
crats will cut on a man who is a Catholic, 
Republicans will not, providing he bas se- 
cured his nomination fairly, The history of 
politics here demonstrates this pretty clear- 
ly, particularly tn the case of Secretary-of- 
State Carr. This feeling among Republicans 
that Crowley was fairly nominated, and fur- 
thermore, that he was in some sense a com- 
promise candidate, is what is depended upon 
to secure for him the great bulk of the Re- 
publican vote, while at the same time the re- 
ligious cry woald bring to him more Irish 
Democratic votes than would counterbal- 
ance many times over any Republican 
disaffection that might grow out of the ar- 
rangement. By carrying out this scheme, 
which has not before been divulged, the 
Gould-Conkling combination would have an 
opportunity to carry into operation the pet 
desire of their souls—the crushing of Cor- 
nell. President Arthur would also have a 
solid delegation at his back from the State of 
New Yorkin the next National Republican 
Convention, for, with Crowley elected and 
willing to aid his promoter to the Guberna- 
torial position by holding aloof from the 
‘Presidential squabble, New York could be 
controlled and the unit vote secured.

THE CASE OF DR. KINNE.

RAILWAY TALE. 
FINK ON THE SITUATION. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

New York, Sept. 7.—Commissioner Fink, 
when asked today if he thought there would 
be another railroad war when the Nickel 
Plate and the Chicago & Atlantic Roads are 
completed, said: “No, I think the managers 
of both new and old roads have 
now more sense than in former 
days, when new roads entered into com peti- 
tion with old ones. The old roads now rec- 
ognize that a new road is entitled to and will 
have a certain amount of business, and they 
do not make the foolish attempt to prevent 
the new roads from doing any business. When 
one road reduces the rates all competitors 
must, and railroad managers now fully un- 
derstand that cutting rates does not pay. As 
all roads must necessarily be on a level at 
low rates, they might as well be on a level at 
paying rates where they can make a profit. 
The results are the same relatively. This has 
been proven so often that the truth admits of 
no doubt. Believing in the good sense of the 
managers of the new and old roads between 
the East and Chicago, | predict that 

THERE WILL BE NO BAILROAD WAR 
when the ‘Nickel-Plate’ Road is ready for 
business. lexpect that some action will be 
taken similar to that which was taken when 
the Grand Truuk extended its line into Chi- 
cago two years ago.”

Of course 
1 do not want to make any 
disrespectful comparison between these 
classes of our citizens, but merely 
wish to bring out the antagonism which 
naturally exists between ra@roads and com- 
mercial men, so far as charges are con- 
cerned.

A Terrible Experience with Wellow- 
Fever.

The bark Marcelo, with the Danish ensign at 
haif-mast anda yellow flag wee | from the 
foretop, was towed to the wharf of the Quaran- 
tine Staton on Friday. Her Oaptain tells the 
following story: 

“My wife and I had only been married 
eleven mouths. Everything seems to have been 
‘eleven’ this terrible voyage. She had only 
sailed once before with me, and she liked it so 
much that of course she had to go again. Noth- 
img could have been happier than the voyage 
to Martinique. While there 1 disposed of my 
cargo to considerabie advantage, and looked 
forward to equally profitable transactions at 
St. Mare’s. The labors on board the bark were 
very easy; my crew of eleven men, picked sail- 
ors, were all Danes except two, who were Rus- 
sian Finns. To find my wife and five men sud- 
deuly afflicted with the terrible scourge was 4 
dreadful biow, but I didn’t despair. I bad a 
stock of medicines on board, and the sick bad 
every possible attention. To no avail, however. 
On ove day three corpses to bury, one that of the 
woman who was my dearest friend, wite, and 
companion. By that time everybody on board 
was sick. Coffins could not be made, and the dead 
bad to be sewa up in canvas and thrown into the 
sea. Toree mure dead in rapid succession, and 
the restof the crew growing daily weaker and 
weaker. I tried my hardest not to despair, and 
managed to keep up my courage; but 
the horrible thought kept baunting me, 
what if we all die one after another 
and nobody is left to bury the dead— 
what will become of the ship, tossing hith- 
er and thither at the mercy of the waves, 4 
floating charnel-bouse carrying the most fatal 
of death to all who come in contact with ber’ 
Piease God, no more deaths occurred after the 
firet seven days since leaving St. Mare’s, and 
the remainder of the crew preknest became 
stronger and more capable of working the ves- 
sel. The men behaved nobly and nursed each 
other with complete devotion. We sighted a few, 
ships on the voyage, but we did not ask for as-

reception. When we met the easterly winds off 
Cape Hatteras I felt that Providence bad taken 
pity on us and that there was a fair chance of 
reaching Philadelphia with my reduced and ex- 
hausted crew.

He might have 
lived bad we not run out of medicine. At least 
he lies in the ground, a better fate than that of 
his comrades.

BULL RUN 


A Vivid Description of That Disastrous 
Bout as Seen by a Peunsylvania Law- 
yer. 


Pittsbura, Dispatch. 

Butter, Pa. Aug. 7.—*“It is doubtless 
true, as you say,” assented Kennedy Mar- 
shall, as we sat chatting together in his airy 
law office here, the other het evening, ,and 
whistled for a breeze. “Itis doubtless true 
that newspaper men tell more truth in a year 
than the majority of men in outside profes- 
sions do in a lifetime, and I do not wonder 
that you are grieved whenignorant or mali- 
cious people try to escape unpleasant truths 
by attacking jhe writerof them. Now, there 
was ‘Bull-Knn’ Russell, for instance, the 
famous correspondent of the London 
Times, who criticised the conduct of our 
soldiers at Bull Run so sharply. They have 
tried to blunt the point of his criticism by 
asserting that he wasn’t there at all. The 
truth is that our soldiers had no conduct 
worth mentioning after 4 o’clock in the aft- 
ernoon, and Mr. Russeil was there when the 
stam pede took place, for he divided his lunch 
with me. Furthermore, we would have rid- 
den to Washington together after the rout 
if hz horse could have traveled fast enough. 
But it was tired, and 1 rode away from him, 
and so happened to be the first to carry the 
news,of the defeat to Washington,”’ 

Once into the field of reniiniscence, Mr. 
‘Marshall could not well eseape telling the 
whole of his interesting experience on that 
hot Sunday at Manassas, requesting only 
that his name should not be published. As 
he much resembles his Pittsburg uncle, Tom, 
recently mentioned in the Stalwart journals 
as “the Glorious,” it goes without sayin 
that he is an admirable story-teller, and 
a stenographer could have given a much 
more Grea report of this conversation 
than lL. 

“ Richmond was quitea popular summer 
resort in July, ’61.” said Mr. Marshall, “* and 
a great number of Northern people, politi- 
cians, Congressmen, gentlemen of leisure, 
ladies fond of a little well-regulated excite- 
ment, clergymen sighing for virgin territory, 
and business men seeking for a speculation, 
made up their minds to take a flying trip to 
this new Capital of the Southern Vonfeder- 
acy. Ourarmy of gallant young recruits, 
led by the valiant McDowell, under the di- 
rection of the sagacious Scott, was to go 
ahead. The Rebel soldiers had been massed 
at convenient points in sufficient numpers to 
assist with the fireworks and furnish enter- 
tainment for the visitors. The campaign 
was to bea huge picnic at Government ex- 
pense, and’ I went along with hundreds of 
others to see the fun. was a member 
of the Pennsylvania Legislature, and 
the malaria common to legislative 
halls had. left me half an _ Invalid. 
Ben Morgan, Charles Spang Jr., of Spang, 
Chalfant & Co., John Shaw, then flour in- 
spector of Allegheny»County, since burned 
to death at Scottdale, and Charles Clark, of 
Clark & Thaw, all Pittsburgers, were with 
me. There never was so large and respect- 
able a lot of camp-followers as those who 
followed our army out from Washington. 
Many of the most distinguished men of the 
country were there, and there was no lack of 
good omen: 

‘We were just beginning to tire of the pic- 
nic, and were preparing to return to Wash- 
ington to spend Sunday, when on Saturday 
one of Gen. McDowell’s aids told us that 
they were going to attack the enemy that 
night. There was apparently no attempt to 
keep the matter secret. Atl o’clock Sunday 
morning, July 21, the troops began to move. 

“We left our carriage and followed them 
on foot. 1 got separated from my party, and 
fell in with Henry J, Raymond, of the New 
York Times. e followed the right-hand 
column, under Hunter. You know how the 
battle was fought at first; how their skir- 
mish line was chased, their batteries charged, 
and the entire left wing of the Rebel army 
rolled back beyond the Warrenton road. We 
whipped them fairly in the early hours of 
the tight, and about 3 o’clock in after- 
noon Raymond and L, sitting beside the road 
near the Warrenton stone bridge, were well 
in the rear of our advancing right. It wasa 
hotter day than this, and we were tired, half 
sick with the smell of powder, and very 
hungry. Along the road came Russell, on 
horseback, with a big knapsack of pro- 
visions behind him. He was an old 
campaigner, and had come provided. We 
hailed him, and while he shared his lunch 
with us, told him how we were licking them 
and how we could serve the British the same 
way upon occasion. He had driven out from 
Washington since morning, bringing a saddle 
in his carriage. While we were talking to- 
gether we heard locomotives whistling over 
on the Manassas Railroad. The trains 
stopped inacutout of sight. Pretty soon 
out marched a lot of soldiers in gray, with a 
stand of brigade colors, and came at a double- 
quick across the field. lt was Kirby Smith 
with the last installment of Johnston’g army 
from Winchester, which had eluded Hittter- 
son. The panic which seized our troops 
when these fresh fighters hurled themselves 
at the Union lines, already tottering with ex- 
haustion, was wilder than anything in miii- 
tary histery since thrée Austfian soldiers

What the United States Commissioners 
Appointed to Inspect the Northern 
Pacific Say of the Road. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 
Sg. Paunt, Minn., Sept. 7.—The United 

States Commissioners appointed to examine 

the recently-completed 200 miles of the 

Northern Pacific Railway of the section 

ended seven miles west of Billings, M. T., 

and the twenty-five miles ended at Superior 

City, Wis., completed their work Thursday 

and arrived in St. Paul this morning. The 

Commissioners are H. W. Scott, of Portland, 

Ore., editor of the leading newspaper of the 

North Pacific slope, the Oregonian; J. A. 

Johnson, Esq., a prominent lawyer and citi- 

zen of Utica, N. Y.; and John P. Sanborn, 

editor of the Newport (R. L) Mercury, 
the first newspaper ever printed 
in America, The Commissioners were met 
at the Metropolitan Hotel by Tux Tripune 
correspondent, to whom they stated their 
observations. in a general way as follows: 

From Portland to St. Paul it is just 1,916 

miles by the route of the Northern P@#itic 

Railway. From Tacoma, on Puget Sound, 

to St. Paulit to 145 miles further, or 2,061 

miles. The railway is completed east from 

Portland just 530 miles, Last Sunday the 

track was laid west to a point fourteen miles 

beyond Billings, or a distance of 980 miles 
frum St. Paul. Last Sunday. therefore, there 
were 456 miles of ironto place before the 

Silver spike may be driven and the Northern 

Pacific declared completed and ready to 

operate the largest business of any road 

across the continent. The iron west of 

Billings is being laid very rapidly—not less 

than one anda halt miles perday. ‘The in- 

tervening distance between the two ends of 
the track (456 miles), so faras earthwork is 
eoncerned, is nearly completed, and the 
grading will all be finished this season, 

with the possible exception of a 

short distance through the Flathead 

reservation. At the end of the 

track working east is found fully 8,000 

men at work, the majority of whom are 

Chinese.

BEYOND ALL HOPE, 


Tracy Befused a Supersedeas by the 
Supreme Court, 

The last ray of hope for James Tracy, the 
condemned murderer of Police-Officer Hueb- 
ner, vanished yesterday when the Supreme 
Court denied a Supersedeas to his attorney, 
Mr. Moses Salomon, and unless the Governor 
interferes with a commutation of sentence, 
which is decidedly improbable, or grants a 
reprieve, which ought to be equally improb- 
able, Tracy will expiate his crime upon the 
gallows in the jail Sept. 15, one week from 
today, the day appointed by Judge Rogers 
atthe conclusion of the trial at the June 
term of the Criminal Court. The case was 
presented to the Supreme Court en banc, and 
however unsuccessful Mr. Salomon may be 
in this his first murder case, itis a certainty 
that no lawyer ever made a more earnest fight 
foraclient. Judge Rogers, the State’s At 
torney, and every one else conversant with 
the trial in June last, bestowed the highest 
praise upon his efforts, and he redoubled the 
efforts then made in his appeal to the Su- 
preme Court. The court said, however, that 
on careful examination of all the facts set 
out in the petition and record there seemed 


to be no @rror: the defendant had an im- 
partial trial and the court was therefore de- 
cided to resist the application for a writ. 
Tracy’s crime, it will be remembered, 
was committed early on the wmorn- 
ing of Feb. 3% A house on Bauwans 
street in the northwest section of the city 
was burglarized by himand another man, 
and being discovered by a resident in the 
vicinity shots were exchanged. The shots 
brought the police down upon them, and 
alter a chase of several blocks, during which 
a numberof shots were exchanged, the ref- 
ugees were headed off by Officer Huebner, 
who seized and threw down the smaller man 
of the two, when he was instantly shot by 
Tracy. The ofticer died the following day, 
and there seemed to be me clew to the assas- 
ins untii some few weeks later, when Tracy 
and Michael Rock were arrested on 
general principles in the West Di- 
vision. ‘Tracy was positively identified 
by two women living in the house adjoining 
the one he plundered, and was partially 
identified by several other persons. A num- 
ber of important bits of corroborative testi- 
mony was adduced at the trial, and the 
weight of testimony was so great asto com- 
pletely overcome an alibi by which the pris- 
oner hoped to save himself. No evidence 
could be brought against Rock, and he was 
discharged from custody. Kock was Tracy’s 
old-time “pal”,in crime, and the suspicion 
against him at first wasastrong one. It is 
now thought that Tracy’s companion on the 
fatal night was not Rock, who had been 
making some efforts to reform, but another 
villain as deeply dyed as Tracy, whose where- 
abouts are for the present unknown. 

A TRIBUNE reporter called on Tracy at 
the jail late last evening, and found him 
seated in his cell, reading a newspaper, and 
as apparently

as if he was serving time for larceny. He 
looked up when he heard “ Good-evening,”’ 
but assoonas he learned who his visitor 
was he intimated that he lacked confidence 
in reporters, as they garbled his statements, 
and published only what pleased them. His 
ill-feeling, however, was soon allayed, and, 
when asked if he had heard of the decision 
of the Supreme Court, he replied that he 
had, about 6 o’clock.

THE SILSBY CASE. 


Intimidated by Bobbers and Bilack- 
matied by a “ Detective.” 

A good deal of excitement has been 
aroused in Hyde Park over the arrest of Mr. 
George W. Silsby Wednesday morning, on 
the charge of stealing his own horse and 
buggy, and a harness and saddle belonging 
toa neighbor, Mr. Carpenter. While some 
of his friends and acquaintances are disposed 
to regard the affairas a huge joke, they are 
not slow to see that it is a very disagreea ble 
one to Mr. Silsby and his family. With a 
view to throwing some light upon the mys- 
terious affair,a TRIBUNE reporter called upon 
Mr.Silsby,who made the following statement. 
It should, however, be first stated*tha*,the 
arrest grew out of the developments of the 
robbery committed at Mr. Silsby’s premises 
on the night of July 21. Following is a brief 
statement of the affair: 

Hearing a noise in the rear of his house 
about 10:30 p. m., he went out into the yard 
to investigate, and was seized by a disguised 
man, thrown down, a pistol held to his head, 
and he was kept quiet by threats while two 
other men took his horse and buggy from 
the barn and a harness and saddie from Mr. 
Carpenter’s barn next door. The robbers 
also compelled Mr. Silsby to give up his 
watch and the contents of his pockets. After 
recounting the circunistances. of the occur- 
rence, Mr. Silsby said: “ When 1 got to my 
office on the morning of the robbery I found 
a well-dressed man waiting forme, who gave 
his name as Dewey, and said he was a de- 
tective trom Turtle’s agency. He said he 
knew where my horse and buggy were, and 
could lay his bands upon them. Upon my 
expreesing iny unbelief iu his statements, he 
showed me his star anda number of letters 
of reference. He also said that he could de- 
liver the horse and buggy to me that same 
afternoon in front of the Leland Hotel. I 
proposed that we should go to the detective 
agency headquarters, but he objected, and 
said that we must not let anybody else into 
the secret or we could not catch the robbers, 
as it would leak out, He finally won my 
confidence, and I met him at the place ap- 
pointed that evening. He drove up with m 
horse and buggy and delivered it to me, 
proposed to drive home, and he did not ob- 
ject; but said if I did, and it were known 
that I had recovered them, we could not 
catch the robbers or get back the watch and 
other valuables. Upon this representation 
1 took the horse to the Boulevard Ciub sta- 
bles, where I am well known, hav kept 
iny horse there for nearly two years. wey 
refused to let me give him more than $10 
at that time, but did give him $25. 
He then said he knew where the burglars 
were, and that we could catch them if we 
were sharp. He said, too, that he could find 
the watch, and in the course of a few days 
reported that he had found it in a pawn- 
broker’s shop. I gave him $25, and he re- 
deemed it, as 1 supposed. I kept giving him 
littie sums to pay expenses, until | had given 
him $90 altogether. About this time I took 
a vacation and sent the horse out to Oscar 
Field’s country farm, leaving the buggy, 
harness, and saddle at the club stables. 
When I got back 1 ordered the horse brought 
back. I had now recovered the property, 
but Kept up the deception in hope of caich- 
ing the burglars, as Dewey gave encouraging 
reports. Soon: after I] got back, however, 
Dewey began to work me for $150 to clear 
the matter up; butI got postais from the 
burglars, giving places where | could meet 
them, and notes threatening that if 
Il took the horse and buggy away 
from the stables without paying the 
$150 they would waylay me, shoot 
through the windows of my house, burn my 
house, injure my wife and children, and, in 
in short, make my life a burdsn. Then | 
knew that Dewey was one of. the gang. i 
gave him $10 and thought I could get rid of 
him. The threats, however, continued, and 
fearing for the — of my wife and family, 
as well as my own, | finally agreed to meet 
the thieves, and did meet Dewey and his two 
pals in front of the Leland House last Sat 
urday night. 

l saw Dewey again on Sunday and it was 
arranged that I should get the horse and 
buggy the next night and give the thieves 
the money. I went to the stables and got 
the horse and on the way home met two of 
the men, who got in with me. They de- 
manded $150 of me, and I told them I had 
none with me. Finally I agreed to go to the 
house and get some, and the men were to 
stay with the horse, and a third one 
was to meet me near the house. I then gave 
them what I supposed was a $50-bill, but 
which was in reality a $100-bill. While I 
was gone they were scared, or tound L had 
given them $100 and cleared out, leaving the 
horse and buggy. 1 intended to get the 
horse and buggy home, and that would have 
been the end of the affair. I was sochagrined 
at having been fooled that I wanted to keep 
the matter quiet. I supposed that when I 
made my statement at the examination that 
would be the end of it, and was very much 
surprised at the result. In fact, 1 realized 
that | was in a disagreeable fix. Now I tind, 
however, that | never had so many friends 
as at present, and they assure me that I will 
come out of itall right. ldon’t want a word 
said against the police. They have acted 
squarely, and want the matter cleared up, 
for which I don’t blame them.” 

Several ot Mr. Silsby’s neighbors were 
seen by the reporter, and they were em- 
phatic in their, assertions that Mr. Silsby 
would come out all right from the affair. 
They were indignant at his arrest, and 
promised a full and complete clearing up of 
the mystery in a few days.

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

About 8 p. m. the President called the 
meeting to order ain, and the Secretary 
read an invitation from the Chicago Sugar 
Refining Company to the association to visit 
the new factory and see the proposed pro- 
cesses to be used in the main buildi The 
invitation was received and referred to the 
Board of Fire Underwriters of Chicago. 

Mr. L. D. Moody was to have read a paper 
on “Fire Departwent and Water Supply,” 
but he having been called home by the death 
of his child, the Secretary read the paper. In 
all the cities of considerable size the hand 
engine had been replaced by the steamer, 
the bucket brigade by the Holly system 
and the electric alarm had been gdopted 
in order to assist the “fire boys” and reduce 
the time of getting to fires to a minimum, 
There was a common obligation to devise 
means to reduce losses to as low a figure as 

ssible, and it was the duty of every citizen 

» nse every precaution to prevent and check 
fires. in few cases was the inadequate water 
supply to blame for large fires, but the poor 
means used to bring the supply into useful- 
nen. The skiliful chief was very necessary 
in’ large city fire department, and no office in 
the gift of the city was as importaht as it 
was. If the chief was an _ intelligent 
man he would have influence with thd 
city government, and his suggestions 
for improvements would be listened 
to attentively. All insurance men 
knew that prevention was what was wanted, 
and a good man should be appointed as fire 
chief regardless of party politics. If incom- 
petent chiefs. headed departments large 
losses in life and property would be experi- 
enced, and experienced men should be 
chosen. Organization begot care, and the 
more perfect it was the safer a city would be 
from fire. Manyof the volunteer depart- 
mets in the country were more efficient than 
the paid ones, and he hoped the insurance 
men would urge in cities that the fire depart- 
ments be kept up to the highest standard of 
excellence. my ‘ 

CAPT. SHAW, THE HEAD OF THE LONDON 
FIRE BRIGADE, 
was thén introduced. He wore a black 
Prince Albert coat, with watch-chain out- 
side, light pantalioons, ahd a black scarf. 
He is an easy, fluent talker, and speaks with 
a marked Engiish accent. He said that a 
stranger would approach the subject just 
treated with some diflidence, and he did so 
himself, but he had accepted the kind invi- 
tation of their President to talk to them, and 
he would do the best he could, giving them 
abrief talk on his Loftdou institution. The 
gentleman who had written the paper which 
the Secretary had just read had given head- 
ings for a good essay on the subject. 
This perhaps was wise, as the dis- 
cussions which followed on the 
ints indicated was usually more 
nteresting. First, the essayist haa pointed 
with pride to the fact that the steamers had 
snpplanted the more primitive hand-engines. 
This, he thought, was a great mistake, as 
these handy little machines were of great 
use. With due deference to the able Chief 
who sat beside him (Chief Swenie), and 
whose fine dbility he would be first to ac- 
knowledge, he believed hand-engines shouid 
be kept in large cities. In London he had 
115 hand-engines and thirty-six steamers, and 
he found the hand-engines excellent for im- 
mediate® work at fires. The essayist had 
stated the insurance companies and 
communities should work together for the 
revention and extinguishment of fires. Every 
own should pay for itself, as insurance- 
men would madmen to go into a 
town if they were not repaid there for their 
losses. But that snbject had been amply 
dealt with in the paper. AS for a legal in- 
quiry inte the cause of fires, such a thing 
would be possible in small pth and in 
the small towns of Germany and France it 
was carried out, but as it was it was a source 
of great ahnoyance, and in a large city it 
would be impracticable. In London they 
had about 2,000 hres per annum, and if each 
inquiry cost £50 there would be £20,000 per 
annum spent that could be expended with 
more profit on apparatus. In London there 
was no inguiry unless there was a_ loss 
of life at a fire, except such official 
ineuiry as he made to draw np his reports. 
The qualifications of a Chief had been re- 
ferred to in the essay. Since he had been in 
Chicago he had seen a good deal of the de- 
partment, and he thought the town had 
every reason to be satisfied with the ability 
and intelligence of its Chief. Chief Swenie’s 
local knowledge was very valuable, Cour- 
age could be found in every country, but 
what was most wanting was the power of 
leading and disciplining men. Chicago had 
a fine department for an outlying town. 
Teeny Capt. Shaw said he meant no of- 
ense by this, only that Chicago was far 
from the ancient centres, and was compara- 
tively a new city. Great differences were to 
be noted between some of the departments 
in the old country and the corresponding 
departinents here. Across the water the 
men had to learn ali the branches of the 
service before they were allowed to go to a 
fire. They had to know how to run an éh- 
gine, how to do officers’ work, etc., and the 
departinents were thus brought to a point of 
continuance. Many communities here dis- 
charged their chiefs annually, but in the old 
country there was no such custom, and as a 
consequence the chiefs were better trained. 
Continuance in office was most important to 
those bearing responsibilities. He

for twenty-one years. The board might dis- 
charge him at any time, but he knew that so 
long as he conducted his office in 
a enerally satisfactory manner he 
would be sure of staying there, He 
had no — volunteer departments 
more efficient composed of a respectable 
class and weil trained. He employed only 
sailors. who were trained to some extent and 
1ade men. In London last year the 
partment had answered 2,876 calls, Of 
these 240 were false alarms, 145 ordinary 
chimney affairs, and 1,991 cails for real fires. 
Of these but 167 were serious and 1,824 mod- 
erate. In 1865 25 perecentof the fires had 
been serious, and jast year but per cent ha 
been serious, This, in London, was consid- 
ered as a satisfactory result, and it may yet 
be reduced further. London, though, was a 
great city, and many of the buildings there 
were built 100 years ago and were flimsy af- 
fairs. Iv one street in the heart of the city, 
so narrow that two carriages could hot DASS 
on it, there were at the distance of half a 
mile six storehouses, each of which con- 
tained a® times $5,000,000 worth of goods, 
and on the docks was a wool warehouse 
was twice as large as any building in the 
world, so it could be seen he had a danger.

had a smaller number of men in proportion 
to the cities of this country. On their streets 
every night they had fire escapes patrolling, 
and last year out of 154 persons in danger 
they had saved lli4—a good record. This 
was not looked to here, but possibly there 
was no necessity for it. Last year the Lon- 
don engines had made %,44] journeys and 
traveled 62,904 miles+less in proportion than 
in the large cities of this tountry. They did 
not use as much water in London as they 
did here. Last ney consumed 17,000,- 
000 gallons, while in New York they con- 
Sumed 33,000,000—nearly twice as much—but 
the hose and nozzies used by his department 
were smaller, and that might account for 
it, In London there were no companies, 
but the firemen were Ptr aa among fifty- 
six stations. Their families lived with them 
there, so they were on hand all the time un- 
less of on leave. This plan worked very 
well. They had floating stations on the river, 
and these eould be used here very weil. 
Their telegraph lines did not centre at one 
place as they did here, and no disaster could 
paralyze the system. In conclusion, Capt. 
Shaw thanked the gentlemen for their atten- 
tion, and expréssed himself as much pleased 
with his visit to “the States.” He was ap- 
plauded to the echo. 

Mr. C. C. Hine, of the Insurance Monitor, 
then gave a very interesting crayon lesson in 
isometrical drawing, which was well re- 
ceived. 

A very instructive paper on “The Adjust- 
ment of Fire Losses” was read by Mr. John 
I, Covington, of the Insurance Adjustment 
Company of Cincinnati. The matter of ad- 
justing fire losses was one of the most im- 
portant branches of the insurance business, 
and the work of a good, upright adjuster 
would do more to plage a company favorably 
before the world than anything else. He 
reviewed at ee length the duties of the 
adjuster, and offered many valuable sugges- 
tions to nen in that branch of the business. 

Mr. T. Hi, Smith, State agent of the North 
British & Mercantile Insurance Company 
then read a description of ‘*‘ The Special 
Agent—a Prosy Subject in Poetry.” He 
dished up the special agent in rhyme, and 
created a good deal of fun.

Capt, Shaw's Movements and an Inter- 
view with Him. 

Yesterday morning Capt. Eyre Massey 

Shaw, K. OC. B., and chief officer of the Lon- 
don fire brigadé, started out with Chief 
Swenie for an inspection in detail of the Chi- 
cago department. The Captain had on the 
previous day inspected the system of elec- 
trical fire-alarms in use in the city, and wit- 
nessed an exhibition of the department with 
the Marquis of Lorne and: party at Washing- 
ton Park. Starting out from headquarters 
shortly after 10 o’clock they drove to the 
quarters of Engine Company No. 1 and 
Truck No, 6, on Franklin street, where 
the internal arrangement of the houses 
was examined and ani exhibition in 
“bunking” and hitehing was given. At 
Engine Company No. 10’s house, on Pacific 
avenue, Capt. Berg was arranging to exhibit 
the apparatus, when an alarm came in from 
the corner of Taylor and Jefferson streets, 
to which he and his company responded. 
Capt. Shaw, expressing a desire to attend the 
blaze, the driver of the carriage whipped up 
his team and whitled them over there in about 
as good time as he would have made had he 
been driving a hose cart. There was no fire 
after all, and the Captain was disappointed. 
Mrs. O’Leary’s old place was visited, and 
the place at which the great fire 
of ‘Tl started was pointed out. De- 
siring to give Capt, Shaw an idea of the kind 
of work done by the department Chief 
Swenie took him over to look at what re- 
mained of Rahn’s furniture factory that was 
partially destroyed Tuesday night. The 
Captain looked at the scorched frame build- 
ing that had been filled with inflammable 
material and still been saved from destruc- 
tion by the prompt drowning out of the fire 
even after it had obtained a good start. 
Learning all the details in tomard to it, Capt. 
Shaw pronounced it a “fine stop.” 
THE LUMBER DISTRICT WAS NEXT VISITED, 
and then Engine Company No. 15’s house 
was examined and the Captain taken 
to top of the § lookout-tower,. 
which he considers a great thine. 
Engine Companies Nos. 21 and: 32 were next 
inspected, and at the latter place the two- 
wheeled chemical extingtiisher was dis 
charged and recharged for the Captain’s 
benefit. He liked the arrangement of this 
house, where Engine No. #2, Chemical No. 
6, and Truck No.9 are quartered. After this 
a rest was indulged in, and later in the after- 
noon another start was made, and with sev- 
eral additions to the mages At Truck No. 6's 
quarters ou Franklin street Capt. Webber 
ran out the truck and raised the ladder 
eighty-five feet while a detail of men from 
the engine company carried a lead of hose 
to the top, through whieh the engine 
pumped a pewerful stream. The repair 
shop, where the new watertower came in 
for a minute examination, was then visited. 
An alarm from Box No. 27% was attendea, 
and the day’s program was fihished.

Alarms of fire are received 
through citizens who may happen to diseoy- 
er a blaze and who are willing to run a mile 
or so to an engine-house. hen an engine 
company receives an alarm over there the 
amount of time wasted in _  getti 
to the fire is simply astounding. In the fi 
place, the fireman on watch wakes up an- 
other fireman; who is sent out to get the 
other members of the oneees who live 
somewhere in ‘the neighbor He then 
gets out the pole of the engine and puts it in- 
to place. Then as soon as the members of 
the company have been waked up and - had 
time to dress, they ge to the place where the 
horses are kept, which is some distance 
from the engine-houses, putthe harness on 
the horses, trot them around to the engine- 
house, hook them up, put on their fire helm- 
mets, which are * brawss,”’ and trot off to the 
fire, which has usually burnt itself out before 
they get there. The engines of 
the London department are small af- 
fairs abouttwo-thirds the size of a Chicago 
engine, and carry four sixty-foot lengths of 
hose with them. There are no hose-carts 
accompanying the engines, and if the 240 feet 
of hose is not found to be sufficient after 
reaching a fire the whole thi waits while 
some one goes back to the station after more, 
Chemical extinguishers on wheels are un- 
known. The principal station in the busi- 
ness part of the city is supplied with an old- 
fashioned hand-engine. in some parts of 
the city at night they have a small house on 
wheels, which is termed a “ movablestation,”’ 
and which contains two firetien and several 
lengths of hose in a hand-cart. In case a 
fire breaks out and they hear of it they goto 
ir, fasten the hose to a stand-pipe and “ hold’”’ 
the fire until the engines arrive ‘There are 
no fire-plugs like the ones in us. here. The 
water is allowed to bubble up from a hole in 
the ground into a canvas box about three feet 
square, into which the end of the engine’s 
suction hose is placed. ‘There are many other 
queer things connected with the English de- 
artment that makes a comparison impossi- 
bie even with the department of an enter- 
prising third-rate American city, much less 
with that of leading cities of this country, 
and Capt. Shaw should not be expected to 
make the comparisun.

An Important Insurance Case on 
Trial Before Judge 
Gary. 


Unhappy Couples Seeking a be- 
gal Dissolution of the

Judge Hawes on Changes of Venue. 

Upon the application fora change of venue 
in the election-fraud cases of Michael Walsh 
and John Gibbs, Judge Hawes yesterday 
gave a decision granting the change, 
but at the same time took occasion 
to administer a fitting rebuke -to 
not only Walsh and Gibbs, but all others who 
apply for changes of venue simply as a 
makeshift and without any reason or cause. 
In it Judge Hawes takes a decided stand in 
favor of criminal-law reform, which Tux 
TRIBUNE has so steadily advocated, 
but unfortunately the length of the 
decision and a tack of space pre- 
vents its publication in its entirety. 
In this c affidavits of two men, J. J. 
McGrath Joseph Driver, were prepared 
and filed in accordance with the law. They 
each swore that they believed that Judges 
lawes and Moran were so prejudiced against 
the defendants that Rn: f eguld not have a 
fair and partial “When the peti- 
tion,” says Judge Hawes, “of a man indicted 
vad serceny, yt dene is thrust in 

ace 0 pres udge, char 

that he is so biased and Serpent’ ie 
his judgment that he cannot fairly 
and impartially administer the law, he must 
under the interpretations placed upon this 
statute by our higher courts, and which is 
undoubtedly the correct one, submit to the 
charge without contradiction or dissent. 
His only duty is to determine—so far as his 
prejudiced mind will allow Aim, of 
course—whether the petition is in due 
form, and has been presented in accordance 
with the requirements of the statute. 
Though the couft may never have heard of 
the petitioner before or known that such a 
person existed, mousp he be absolutely sure 
that he has no prejudice against him, and it 
is clear beyond all question that the applica- 
tion for changing the venue is made 
as the last resort of a man who 
has exhausted ail other means of 
putting off the evil day, this makes no differ- 
ence; if the periiionss in form, and the re- 
quirements of the statute as to the time and 
manner of its presentation have been com- 
piled with, the order must be entered andthe 
venue chesees. In other words, all a 
person indicted for crime has to do 
when he can no longer postpone the 
trial of his case ig to step into 
court and tell the Judge that he and his as- 
sociate are not fit to try his case, andhe de- 
sires some other Judge to take charge of the 
matter. Itis true he must make this state- 
ment under oath. But it will be ebserved 
that all he is required to swear to is that he 
fears that he cannot have a fair and impartial 
trial, which reduces his chances of in- 
dictment for perjury to the minimum. 
For how coul it be established 
on any trial that might be had, for perjury 
that he did not fearéhat a fair ad impartial 
trial would not be awarded him? With the 
‘jury judges of the law as well as the fact, 
with a statute which prohibits the court from 
giving any instructions to the qaty unless 
they are in writing, that the higher court 
may review them on appeal, and with a Su- 
preme Court to review the entire record and 
order a new trial if error has been committed 
or any prejudice on the part of the Judge has 
been manifested, itis in my judgment inex- 
peerene to retain such a law in our statute 

»0ks longer. ’ 

This provision of the statuteis a stand: 
invitation, with the offer of asuitable rewar 
and a guarranty of immunity to every person 
charged with a crime, to commit perjury. It 
is denroralizing in its tendency to the mem- 
bers of the profession whe practice in this 
court,for it many times places them in a posi- 
tion where they musteither lose sight of 
their conscience or lose sight of their client. 
lt has a demoralizing effect upon the crimi- 
nal, as wellas upon .the community, for it 
enables him to place a block before the 
wheels of justice, and prevent a speedy trial. 
It is an insuli§ to every honest, fgir-minded 
Judge, and a suggestion to every criminal 
that he — not be fairly dealt with when 
arraigned for his offenses. 

And is it a matter of any surprise that a 
man standing on the threshold of the peni- 
tentiary or with the gallows in the distance 
should accept this invitation of the 
people, his prosecutors, and. step ipto 
court and say to the paige he 
fears that he will not properly 
dealt with? And was there ever a man so 
low that he could not find at least two other 
unfortunates who would say that they held 
the same opinion? No such provision of 
law is found ‘wm the statutes of many of the 
older and more advanced States of 
the Union, and it ought to be swept 
from ours. So long asit remains, however, 
it must be obeyed. And although 1 kaow 
nothing of these men who come In here 
through their attorneys and tell me I am 
prejudiced against them, 1 ean only inquire 
whether the petition is in due form and was 
filed in apt time.” 

Thenceforward he takes up the application 
for a change, which declares that this is the 
“first time at which they might have been 
heard for the causes stated in the petition,” 
which is really the only question before the 
court. ‘The record of the case is then re- 
viewed. The indictment was returned 
June 5, 1880, and Sept @ a mo 
tion to quash was entered. May 
13, 1882, nearly two years later, this 
motion was overruled, and June 29 the case 
was continued to the September term. “ Why 
a case of this character,” says the Judge, “‘of 
so much importance to the voters of_ this 
county, and to the defendants themselves; 
important to the voters that the defendarits 
if guilty of the crime with whien 
they are charged should be tried and 
punished while the outrage, if one was 
committed, was fresh in the minds of the 
community, and of importance to the de- 
fendants that if not guilty they should re- 
lieve themselves of the odium arising from 
the charge; just why a case of this character 
should be allowed to drag its slow lengta 
along from June 5, 1880, to September, 1582, 
1 do not know. It is  certaib- 
ly very unfortunate, to say the 
least that this case was not disposed of long 
ago.” Then taking up and reviewing the 
point made by counsel for the prosecution 
that the application for achange of venue 
should have been filed last July, he con- 
cludes the decision by saying, “If the venue 
is changed I see no reason why the defend- 
ant may not be tried at the beginning 
of the next October term by either 
Judges Gardner or Anthony, who will be 
here at that time. Though strongly of the 
opinion that the petition was tot filed in 
time, | think it the safe and better course 
under all the circumstamres to grant the 
request. I have said what | have 
said not because 1 consider any of my 
remarks entirely _ germane to the exact 
question I am called upon to determine, but, 
believing the practice to be a pernicious one, 
I conceive it my duty on proper occasions to 
say so, to the end that this section of the 
statute may some time be repealed or at least 
greatly modified.”

The Great Agave. 

The century plant exhibited in Its tower 
behind Battery D Armory on the Lake-Front 
is about to realize the fondest hopes of its 
enterprising possessor. Within the past 
three days two leaves have separated from 
the spike, leaving a pair of pale yellow leaves 
different from any previous ones the plant 
has so far produced. They are almost trans- 
parent, wrinkled from the point to several 
feet dowravard, showing no more leaves to 
follow.

Review of the Markets Yesterday. 

The markets were very active again yester- 
day, and again quite heavy.

Pork sold up a little early 
in the day, advancing about 73¢ cents a bar- 
rel, but dropped back nearly 40 cents, and 
closed lower than on the previous after- 
noon. Lard declined 30 cents, and recovered 
about 10 cents by the close. Meats were 
strongly heli at previous prices for spot 
goods, with a fair shipping demand, but the 
bears sold them down towards the close of 
the day for future delivery some 10 or 15 
cents per 10@ pounds, The market for pro- 
visions was supposed to be weak in 
sympathy with corn, but it looked as 
ifit was independently weak. There was a 
rumé@r around about 11 o’clock to the effect 
that some pa¢kers had been working under 
an agreemen§ for two or three weeks past to 
try and boost up the market so that they 
could throw 6ut a big line of shorts for Jan- 
uary and February in pork and lard. But 
the boom didh’t come, and they yesterda 
undertook t sell without it, They sol 
some, and found the market weakened so 
fearfully thag they had to desist, as others 
foliowed their lead and soon oyver- 
whelmed their offerings. There has not 
often been $60 much excitement in the 
provision pitas there was for abouta quar- 
ter of an ho@gr, people fairly tumbling over 
one another ih their efforts to sell, and some 
of them not seeming particularly careful of 
the price at which they did sell, so long as 
they could uhiload. Of course such an ex- 
citement coufd not last long, and the market 
settled downito a more even basis towards 
noon, with agteadier tone in the afternoon.

THE CORN MARKET 

was heavy, bat didn’t decline so far as some 
people might have expected. It had weak- 
ened pretty badly the previous afternoon, 
and this invited selling orders for yesterday 
inorbing, which made the market quite weak, 
as the car-lois were much more numerous 
than expected. The trade seems surprised 
at the ae of the daily arrivals. It 
had been widely predicted that, after Au- 
gust was ovef, the receipts would fall below 
200 car-loadsia day, and some people thought 
they would jnot exceed 150 by this time 
in Septembef. But they are keepi up 
nearly as voliminous as ever, and people are 
asking if thete has not been a great mistake 
in regard to the quantity of old corn in the 
hands of the farmers. It is now said that the 
invisible supply has been much miscalct- 
lated on; thas the high prices ruling during 
last winter nade people afraid to advance 
money to crib ¢orn, as'a consequence of 
which there was little of it along the lines of 
railroad this spring, and that led people to 
believe that there was none back. It now 
seems as if there was a good deal more left on 
the farms this spring than wes consistent 
with the belief of a very short crop last year. 
rhe continuance of fine weather is of course 
favorable to the forwarding of the old corn 
on hand, and many bins are being stripped 
bare in order to take advantage of the coun- 
paratively bigh prices. Those bins would 
otherwise contain several bushels of corn if 
the prospects for the growing crop were net 
so excellent. It was said that a combina- 
tion which was formed some weeks ago to 
bny for November, and hold a large quantity, 
rew disgusted and threw it on Wednesday.

The 
sales were mostly for shipping. The receipts 
were comparatively light, which made the 
market relatively steady later in the day.

The remark was made yesterday, to ac- 
count for the dullness in wheat, that St. 
Louis, Toledo, Cleveland, and other like 
places are getting plenty of wheat 
of their own now, refore 
don’t need to send orders to trade 
in this market. It may be that this 
had quite as much to do with the dullness as 
had any difference of opinion in regard to 
the outcome of the difficuity about the price 
of July wheat.

Red 
winter wheat closed 1%c lower, at 9TX ec bid for 
September. Regular wheat closed 4@xXc lower, 
at 95@98 4c seller September and 93% @%c seller 
Uctober. Corn closed \c lower, at 70\¢ bid for 
car-lots and 67%@67%c for October. Oats closel 
4@%c lower, at 33\4c cash, 3344@33Ke for Sep- 
tember, 33%G@38%c for October, and 32%@32\c 
for the year. Rye closed 3c lower. at 60@6lc for 
September and 62@624%c for November. Barley 
closed lo lower, at @e seller October. Hogs 
were dull and from 5@L5e lower, with light clos- 
ing at $7.60@8.50 and heavy at $7.60@9.20. Cattle 
averaged weaker; sales were at $2.50@7.30. 

Nothing new was developed in the dry-goods 
market. Anactive business isin progress, and 
prices are firm and steady. Millinery goods are 
going out in liberal quantities, and a fairty act- 
ive movement in clothing and boots and shoes 
is also reported. Groceries are active and gen- 
erally steady. The changes yesterday were 
coutined to a deciine of lc in corn sirups and 
New Orleans molasses. Dealers in dried fruit 
report a quiet but gradually-improving demand. 
Prices were about steady. The fish trade was 
moderately active, and prices were firm. There 
was continued quiet in the market for dairy 
products, and weakness still prevails. Oijls were 
quoted steady, as were also bagging, coal, and 
pig-iron. 

Broom-corn was steady at the decline. Green 
fruits were active, with blackberries less plenty 
and somewhat higher. Peaches a shade easier, 
and applies steady. Watermelons still sell at all 
prices, from 83.00 to $15.00 per 100. Hides are 
active and steady, with grease and tallow quiet 
and uncbanged. Metals and tinners’ ware are 
in active demand both from city and country. 
Potatoes were plenty at the price ruling for the 
last week. Wool in light demand and steady. 
Hay was dull, and 0c per ton lower all around. 
Timotby seed was active and 5c lower on cash 
and futures, and flaxseed was Ic off the price of 
the day previous. 

Lake freights were tirm, the room on the mar- 
ket being scarce. On corn to Buffalo 2c was 
paid, with a higher rate offered on small iots.

The receipts of wheat at Chicago, Milwaukee, 
St. Louis, Toledo, and Detroit, reported yester- 
day, aggregated 340,000 bu. The shipments from 
the same points were reported at 353,000 bu. The 
shipmeots reported from New York, Philadei- 
phia, and Baltimore were 229,000 bu. 

. An exporter states that the weakness in wheat 
is marked by a peculiar feature, if not caused 
by it. Parties who bougbt wheat at much higher 
prices are now offeriug it freely in Western Eu- 
rope at prices which are barely equal to $1.00 
per bu in New York. Of course export or- 
ders here are out of the question while 
this state of things continues. English operat- 
ors bought while bad weather there threatened 
their own harvest, and fears of a general war in 
the Old Worid added to the inducement to buy. 
Now good crops ia Western Europe are assured, 
and the war cloud seems tobe a small one, 
while there are some doubts in regard to finan- 
cial stringency in. the Old World which may 
make wheat papera hardthing to hold. The 
weukness there is undoubtedly made worse by 
the exaggerated estimates of yield which have 
been sent over the water from this 
side. There are only three letters in 
tho word “six,” and four in the 
word “five.” Hence it is really easier to write 
“six bundred millions” than the smaller quan- 
tity which is probably much nearer to the truth. 
English people are widely possessed of the idea 
that the United States wheat crop of this year 


' agwregates fully 600,000,000 bu, and some of them 


are already writing learned disquisitions about 
the impossibility of such a tremendous quantity 
being gotridof any price. They might spare 
themselves the troubie, as itis only a labor of 
love. 

From reports made to them by the agents of 
the McOormick Harvesting Machine Co., Mc- 
Cormick, Adams & Co., estimate the yield of 
wheat this year in the surplus-producing States

_ EDISON'S LIGHT. 


What a New York Paper Says of the 
 Hiluminpation of its Bullding, 

Li New York Timea, Sept. 5. 

Yesterday for the first time the Times 
Building was illuminated by electricity. Mr. 
Edison had at last perfected his ineandescent 
light, had put his machinery in order, and 
had started up his engines, and last evening 
his company lighted up about one-third ot 
the lower city district in which the Times 
Building stands, The light came.in in sec- 
tions. First there.came in a seriés of holes 
in the floors and walls, then several miles of 
protected wires, then a transparent little 
egg-shaped glass globe, and, last of all, the 
fixtures and ground glass shades that made 
everything complete. They were temporary 
fixtures to give the light a trial, and s0 were 
putin with as little tearmmg and cutting as 
possible. To each of the gas-fixtures in the 
establishment a bronze arm. was attached, 
and the electric lamps ‘were suspended from 


ty itseif. At the top is a brass circle, from 
which are suspended the shade and the 
layp proper. The latter is a glass globe 
about four inches long, and the shape of a 
dropping tear—broad at the bottom and nar- 
row in the neck—in which is inciosed the 
carbon horseshoe that gives the light. The 
globe is air-tight, and tne air has been ex- 
hatisted, leaving the carbon horseshoe in a 
perfect vacuum. When the thumbscrew is 
turned, and the connection with the electric 
wires is thus formed, the electric current 
makes this carbon so brilliant that it would 
be unpleasant to look at. It is not intended 
to be looked at, however, being entirely hid- 
den by the ground glass shade. The whole 
lamp looks as much like a gas-bDurner sur- 
mounted by ashade that nine people out of 
ten would not have known the rooms were 
lighted by electricity, except that the light 
was more brilliant than gas and a hundred 
times steadier. To turn on the lightnothing 
is required but toturn the thumbscrew: ho 
matches are needed; no patent appliances. 
As soon as it is dark enough toneed artificial 
light you turn the thumbserew and the 
light is there, with no nauseous smell, no 
flicker, and po glare. 
It was about 5 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
when the lights were put in operation. It 
was then broad daylight. and the light 
looked dim. It was not till about 7 o’clock, 
when it began to grow dark, that the electric 
light really made itself known and showed 
how bright and steady it is. Then the 
twenty-seven electric lamps in the editorial 
rooms and the twenty-five lamps in the 
counting-rooms made those departments as 
brightas day,but without any unpleasant | 
glare. It was alight that aman could sit 
dowy under and write for hours without the 
consciousness of having any artificial light 
about him. There was avery slight amount 
of heat from each lamp, but not nearly as 
much as from a gas-burner—one-fifteenth as 
much as from gas, the inventor says. ‘The 
lizht was soft, mellow, and gtfateful to 
the eye, and. it seemed almost like writ- 
ing by daylight to have a light without 
a particle of flicker and with see an 
heat to make the head ache. The electr 
lamps in the Times Building were as thor- 
oughly tested last evening as any light could 
be tested in a single evening, and tested by 
men who have battered their eyes sufficiently 
by years of night work to know the good and 
bad points,of a lamp, and the decision was 
unanimously in tavor of the Edison electric 
jamp as against gas.

THE HORTICULTURISTS. 


Proceedings of the Convention Wester- 
day. 

The Mississippi Valley Horticultural So- 
ciety met again at the Pacific yesterday. It 
was decided to hold the annual meeting here- 
afterin January. The old officers were re- 
élected, Mr. Parker Earl President, Mr. 
Campbell Vice-President, and Mr. Tracy 
Secretary. The Executive Committee were 
authorized to arrange for holding the next 
meeting in New Orleans in January, where 
the society will exhibit Northern fruits. + 

Mr. L. Bush, of Missouri, read a paper on 
the culture of the grape. He remarked that 
the grape was very old, seas having been 
found among the most ancieat Egyptian 
tombs. Late investigations upset the oli 
theory that the vine originated in 
Asia; and botanists now declared 
there were different species indigenous to 
different countries. The native grapes of 
the Mississippi Valley are wine grapes, and 
horticuiturists in this section can scarcely 
hope to produce such table grapes as are 
raised in California and the Eastern States. 
Mr. Bush, who is one of the largest growers 
and winemakers in the land, predicted that 
the West as a producer of wine grapes would 
some day equal the great wine-pruducing re- 
gions of Europe. 

The discussion which followed the paper 
was interesting. Mr. Plum stated that in 
many cases he had found that grapes did 
better when left to run wild over trees 
than when kept to the trellis and 
closely pruned. He _ believed, however, 
in growing grapes that would endure cult- 
ure, and that would grow successfully on 
treilises with reasonable pruning; but the 
“educated system” of growing grapes in 
the West had been ruinous. 

Mr. Bush remarked that in grape-culture 
he had found the arbor a valuable aid. 

Mr. Lyon would not give up pruning, and 
allowed the vine to run its own course. Ju- 
dicious cutting was a benefit, while too much 
was an injury. 

The afternoon was passed in an informal

Mr. Garfield, of Michigan, spoke of the 
value of horticultural societies, saying the 
smaller societies appeared to furnish the 
most useful information on scientific agri- 
culture. They had thirty good practical so- 
cieties in Michigan. 

Mr. Plum moved, as the sense of the Mis- 
sissippi Valley Horticultural Society, that 
there should be absolute free trade in horti- 
cultural products between our country and 
Canada, and that the President of the society 
present this view to the Tariff Coinmiss‘on 
now in session in this city,and urge the 
commission to exert its influence to this end. 
This motion met with hearty approval. It 
was remarked that, while Canada exported 
apples and plums to the States, the quantity 
was small as compared with the quantity and 
variety of fruit shipped from this couutry 
into Canada. The advantages of free trade 
would accrue to the growers on both sides of 
the line,

Interview with One of the Utah 
Commissioners. 


The Commission Not Captured by the 
Latter-Day Saints. 


Steps to Prevent Polygamists from Yot- 
ing or Holding Office. 


Only £0,000 Polygamic Mormons Out of a 
Total of 90,000. 


Special Correspondence af The Chicago Tribune, 

Des Mornes, Ia., Sept. 5.—Coel, G. L. God- 
frey, of the Utah Commission, returned home 
last evening, bringing his little son, who went 
to Salt Lake, but could not bear the rarefied 
air of that locality on account of weak lungs. 
Your correspondent corralled Col. Godfrey 
with: 

‘Colonel, what about the capture of your 
commission by the Mormons” It is reported 
that you have suecumbed to the polyga- 


mists, and made up your registration officers | 


from the Mormons?’”’ 

“ Well,” said the Colonel, “you must re- 
ceive what you get from either Mormon or 
Gentile sources with great allowance. The 
Commissioners have done remarkably well 
so far, }think; and, if we make no greater 
mistakes than we already have, I shall be 
satistied with our work. When we arrived 
in Utah we discovered very soon two ele- 
ments—one opposed to an election this fall 
for a Delegate to Congress, and another ele- 
ment—in fact the large majority—in favor of 
an election. ‘The first step taken was to 

ORDER AN ELECTION 
and prepare rules to govern the registratjon 
of voters for that election, The principal 
rule is as follows: 

The registration officer shall, on the second 
Monday in September next, proceed, by himself 
and bis deputies, in the manner following: The 
registration officer of each couoty stall procure 
frum the office of the Cierk of the County Court 
the iamat preceding registry-list oa fle in bis of- 
tice, aa sball, by bimself or his deputies, re- 
quire of ¢ach person wiose hame is on said list 
to take and subscribe the following Oath or af- 
firmatioo:

Stephens. Mormons don’t like him because 
he don’t like the Mormons, IL have talked 
with them and learned that fact. But he isa 
fine man, and 
80 ARE ALL THE REGISTRATION OFFICERS.

being entirely ignorant of American 


geograpby he certainly must go a little too far. 
In Scandinavia you would not be able to find a 
cbiid (in its right mind) above 13 years of age 
that would not know more of American geogra- 
phy than the “cultured’’ English lady. Every 
child of such age among the “middie clagses”’ 
—in the cities, at leaat—of Northern Europe .. ill 
be able to name youevery State in the Gnion, 
to give you the populavon of your principal 
cities, a short résumé of your Constitution, and 
a general geographical description of your 
country orany other country. Now,it is true 
there is a great leap from popular education in 
Scandinavia to that of Great Britain; but even 
Englishmen do certainly know something. Of 
American life we Europeans are very ignorant, 
that's true; almost as ignorant as Americans 
are of Europeen life, and this means a geod 
We bave no idea that there exists any 
American literature, except Of a humoristie 
character. Mark Twain is generally regarded 
as the chief (if not the only) author of America, 
and American literary power and taste judged 
accordingly.
